One thing the Bill Brooks Prostate 
Cancer Benefit has always been is 
consistent: good food, good wine, a great 
crowd, fabulous silent auction items and a 
substantial amount of money raised for a 
good cause. This year, to the “benefit’s 
benefit,” that last factor will expand in a 
big way. 

“IT am very pleased to report that the 
Calgary Health Trust has pledged to 
match monies raised at the fundraiser 
dollar for dollar, which will increase the 
financial clout of the 2002 event 
substantially,” Brooks reports. 

In the three years of its existence, the 
benefit has generated a quarter of a 
million dollars for research, education and 
treatment in the fight against a disease that 
claims the lives of four Alberta men per 
week, on average. 

“Prostate cancer knows no 
boundaries,’ Brooks stresses. “It is a 
concern for any man over the age of forty- 
five—gay or straight—and it is certainly a 
threat to our fathers, brothers, uncles, 
grandfathers. Anyone can be affected.” 

Brooks lost his own uncle to the 
disease several years ago, when much less 
was known about prostate cancer in 
general. 

“The more we know, the more we can 
do,” he says, “that is why research is so, 
so important.” 

Equally important is the issue of 
awareness, and Brooks is quick to point 
out that men are their own worst enemies 
when it comes to looking after their 
health.

“Let’s face it, many men do not take 
sufficient time or interest in their own 
well-being,” he says. “All too often, we 
get caught up in the ‘day to day’ of our 
lives and don’t look closely enough at the 
big picture. That is one thing that 
definitely has to change, with regards to 
this disease and any other that is a serious 
threat to our health.” 

Canadians were certainly made more 
aware of prostate cancer in 2001, when 
Reform founder Preston Manning went 
public with his diagnosis and made an 
appearance at that year’s event. 

“That was an extremely courageous 
thing for him to do on such a public 
scale,’ Brooks says, “and I certainly 
admire him for doing it. That very selfless 
act alone gave a tremendous boost to 
awareness of this ailment within our 
province and our country.” 

The fourth annual Bill Brooks 
Prostate Cancer Benefit will take place on 
Thursday, February 7th in the Hyatt 
Regency ballroom. Tickets are $150 per 
person, and tax receipts will be issued. 
The Calgary Health Trust has set up a 
special ticket and information line for the

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John Levy’s proud vision

To many; John Levy’seems the most 
unlikely candidate for being Pride Vision’s 
President and CEO. A straight man, his 
first foray into specialty broadcasting was 
with The Score, a successful sports channel 
aimed at an easily distracted youth market. 
What on earth, one might ask, would 
possess him to enter the incredibly risky 
world of gay broadcasting? In a word: 
passion. Read on to find out more about the 
man and his vision, in this exclusive 
Outlooks interview. 

Outlooks: What motivated you to 
apply for a digital gay television network? 

Levy: Interestingly enough, the first 
notion of it came to me about ten years prior 
to us actually filing. I had this business 
associate out in California who asked me if 
I had thought about getting involved in any 
new niche programming for the GLBT 
community. I don’t think we discussed a 
network at the time, it was just sort of 
programming for the community. And that 
was really sort of the end of it. About two 
years ago, when the commission asked for 
the latest round of applications, our 
company wasn’t in a position where we 
could just do a “shotgun” approach like 
some of the bigger companies—where they 
fire off multiple applications and hope one 
or two stick—we tried to focus on what was 
appropriate at the time; what didn’t exist. It 
was just a natural. We actually applied for 
two: a medical application for the Wellness 
Network—we didn’t get it, Alliance got 
it—and one for the GLBT community. 
When I brought it up, people kind of looked 
at me cross-eyed and said “What, are you 
kidding?\” 1 said “No, let’s research it, let’s 
look at the marketplace.” The more we 
researched it, the more excited everyone 
around me got. From that point, it was a 
matter of putting the application 
together—which was quite a process. 
Doing two simultaneously is a fairly hefty 
commitment—we did one five years ago

for the sports network, so we were familiar 
with how to do it, but it’s a pretty big 
commitment, I had a great team, a fabulous 
team, and we just went in and did it. 
Really, there were two hurdles: one was 
putting a great application together and 
beating the competition—which was the 
City/CHUM group, who are really the only 
other ones with a feel for programming into 
this community—and the second was 
convincing the commission that the time 
was right to license something like this. 

Outlooks: So there was no existing 
mandate for a GLBT digital license? 

Levy: No. The commission went out 
and said “Come to us with your ideas and 
programming, make sure they’re new and 
diverse, and we'll decide who gets the 
prime licenses [category 1] and who gets 
the secondary ones [category 2].” We 
obviously thought this was a prime one and 
applied as such. We beat out the 
City/CHUM group, which was amazing 
and I’m very proud of that. I’m equally 
proud of the commission, quite frankly, that 
they had the guts to say it was right for the 
time and they endorsed it. Thank goodness 
they did, because here we are. 

Outlooks: Without disclosing any 
figures, if that’s sensitive, what sort of 
financial commitment was involved with 
applying for a digital license? 

Levy: I don’t mind telling, because the 
cost of these things aren’t hidden. For the 
process itself, by the time you do what’s 
necessary, it can cost upwards of half-a- 
million dollars just to apply. I mean, this is 
showtime! 

Outlooks: And there’s no guarantee 
you'll get it, correct? 

Levy: Not for sure, no. We spent 
comparable money on the medical one, too, 
and we didn’t get it. You’re making a 
financial commitment and you really have 
to believe you have a shot at these things. 
You have to go there and be really excited 
about it, because it is such a huge 
commitment. 


Outlooks: Then once you land it, 


there’s an even. greater financial 
commitment to launch, obviously. 

Levy: Oh yeah! [Laughs] Don’t ask for 
anything because you may just receive it! 
{Laughs] This is expensive—we’re 
spending probably more on this network in 
the first year in terms of programming, 
production and operations than any of the 
other category ones. Any of them. Now, 
ultimately these things have to support 
themselves and you appreciate that these 
things take time to build. Ultimately, we 
will win or lose and I know we’re going to 
win, but it’s going to be based on the fact 
that this thing will be supported by the 
community all across the country and, 
hopefully, all around the world. [’'m proud 
that we were there, I’m proud that we had 
the foresight, I’m proud that we put the 
team together and I’m proud we were able 
to put the capital together. 

Outlooks: What would you say to your 
straight critics, the ones who think you 
shouldn’t be “encouraging this sort of 
thing” and giving the “lifestyle” 
legitimacy? 

Levy: You know what? I think we’re 
so far past the issue that it’s hard to even 
respond to that level of comment. This 
network is just a reflection of what is real, 
we’re not doing anything here that doesn’t 
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already exist in society. You could argue 
the other way, that it’s been a travesty that 
this didn’t exist ten years ago, or five years 
ago. I put it [the question] back at that type 
of person, and tell them to give their head a 
shake. How do I respond? Id say “Look, 
you have to settle in your own mind how to 
deal with this; it’s got nothing to do with 
us.” That’s the bottom line. 

Outlooks: What would you say to the 
gay critics who think that, as a straight man, 
you have no business starting up the world’s 
first gay network? 

Levy: [Laughs] I’m actually more 
worried about ‘hat than the other side of it! 
So far, I haven’t heard that—nowhere, from 
no camp. Maybe people are just giving me 
a chance or waiting to see what happens. 
They could be waiting to see what my true 
colours are—why I’m here, why I’m doing 
this; time will tell on that one. I can only be 
what I am and certain people are going to 
accept me and certain people aren’t. What 
I think is really cool about this whole 
situation is that it doesn’t matter what I am 
or who I am. /’m not programming this 
network—it’s all about the community 
itself. I make no pretense of understanding 
things I don’t understand. I think people 
believe that and if I’m honest and sincere 
about this, I don’t think it’ll be an issue. 

Outlooks: So you're relying on 
feedback and community participation, 
then, with PrideVision? 

Levy: Mmm-hmmm. You tell us. We 
go into the community and say “This is 
your network; it ain’t our network—tell us 
what programming you want.” And we'll 
buy it, create it, rent it, lease it, imagine 
it—whatever we have to do to put it out. 
We are going to get it right sometimes and 
we're not going to get it right sometimes. 
The only real difference with PrideVision 
TV is that it is so diverse and they’re so 
many sub-facets within it that we know 
we're not going to get it all. We know it’s 
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going to continuously change and 
grow—it’s a bigger task and a bigger 
reward. You're really cutting new territory 
with the programming, but that’s the 
excitement of it. What we're doing today is 
going to be different from what we will be 
doing a year from now, two years from now, 
five years from now. This thing will be 
evolving constantly, just like the 
community is. This street [Church] looks 
totally different today than it did five years 
ago; the same thing will happen with 
PrideVision. That’s why this is such an 
amazing opportunity. 

Outlooks: You have no blueprint from 
which to work. 

Levy: You tell me what else is like this 
out there—/ can’t imagine. I’ve been 
talking to some people in the States who are 
involved with B.E.T.—Black 
Entertainment Television—because I 
wanted to find out what their experience 
was at the start. I mean, it’s a totally 
different community to what were talking 
about, but at one time there was no 
television for African-American culture as 
well. There was the odd select 
programming on the major networks, or 
nothing. There are parallels with this 
situation, even though they are totally 
different [communities]. 


Outlooks: Do you think the stand- 
alone option with PrideVision through the 
cable providers will help secure 
subscribers, as opposed to burdening them 
with channel packages? 

Levy: I think we’re perfectly placed, as 
it turns out, from a bunch of angles. We 
decided to focus where we should focus 
first: on the core [community]. All of our 
efforts should be focused on the type of 
programming that the GLBT community is 
going to associate with, buy into and feel is 
theirs. Being a stand-alone gives us the 
opportunity to focus on that. When you’re 
doing something of this magnitude, you 
want to go right to the core. I’m really 
excited we’re doing it this way; we can talk 
directly to the community—we know who 
they are, and we can connect across the 
country. Wherever you are in Canada, you 
can call up your cable or satellite provider 
and you’ve got it. It’s really neat and direct. 
Now, there are some issues with 
ordering—some might not feel comfortable 
ordering it. Some people have told us that 
if it were in a package, they could buy the 
package and not have [only PrideVision] 
appear on their bill. I don’t know what the 
answer is on the bill itself, but certainly in 
terms of ordering we have our 1-877- 
PrideTV number and people can call us 
directly and we’ll handle the ordering 
process. We’ll lump a hundred or 200—or 
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thousands!—and march up to Shaw’s office 
or Roger’s office and say “Process these.” 
Will the* person be _ identified? 
Absolutely—they re going to get a bill, but 
it’s an effort to try and take out any concern 
about sensitivity in the ordering process. 

Outlooks: Now that Pride Vision exists, 
what message would you like to send to the 
GLBT community? 

Levy: I guess the only message is that 
it’s yours—yours to create, yours to 
continue to develop. Most importantly, it’s 
yours to support: this thing is an extension 
of who you are and what you do on a day- 
to-day basis. We’re ecstatic that we’re the 
facilitator but we want to make sure that 
you take full advantage of it in terms of 
coming forward with new ideas. When I 
say support, I don’t only mean subscribing 
to it—obviously we want, expect and hope 
it will be supported in that way too, 
otherwise all this is for nought. And we 
fully expect it will be. I mean, this is yours: 
drop in, come in, program it, live it, have 
fun with it.

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Feds keep the money

Think of it as the straw that finally 
broke the camel’s back—the final “Did 
not! Did too!” that made Dad pull over to 
the side of the road to sort things out and 
left you reflecting that he was right. You 
were sorry you made him stop the car. 

I’m speaking, of course, about the 
latest lawsuit pitting the gay community 
against the federal government—the one in 
which gay men and women who lost 
partners between 1985 and 1998 have been 
forced to sue their own government for 
survivor’s benefits. 

Now, unless you’ve been dead or 
living in a country controlled by Islamic 


fundamentalists (with the accent on the 
mental), there’s should be nothing new 
about gays being forced to take their 
governments to court—and yes, they are 
our governments too, despite what some 
people try to tell us. 

Still, when it comes to gay issues in 
the last 25 or 30 years, the sad truth is that 
if it had been up to most of the people 
governing us, they'd still be locking us up 
for doing what comes naturally. And, truth 
to tell, most of those battles have been 
good ones, filled with gripping drama and 
good old-fashioned cliff-hanger endings, 
played out in the highest courts in the land. 

Those endings, for the most part, have 
been in favour of the gay community, not 
so much extending gay rights as human 
rights in that they acknowledge that gays 
are human and have essentially the same 
rights as other citizens of our nation, as 
guaranteed in the Charter of Rights And 
Freedoms. 

In fact, we’ve established such a 
winning record that the government’s 
insistence on dragging us back into court 
for every advance we make is starting to 
wear thin. 

It must be obvious by now, to most 
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thinking human beings, ‘that’ the 
governmeént’s’ resistance ‘to changé ‘has 
nothing to do with even the vaguest notion 
that they might win. Neither, apparently is 
it motivated by any deep-rooted 
homophobia, it seems, because most 
Canadians aren’t opposed to equal rights 
for homosexuals, and loathe as I am to 
admit it, our politicians are all Canadians, 
too. 

Instead, I think their foot-dragging is 
motivated purely by fear of a small but 
highly vocal group’ of _ religious 
fundamentalists—voters who, if it came 
right down to it, would love to see every 
gay and lesbian north of the 49th parallel 
transported to another country, preferably 
one with plenty of death camps. 

Our politicians know that people who 
favour the Charter of Rights And Freedoms 
won't vote exclusively on a pro gay rights 
ticket, but those who oppose the Charter 
will most definitely vote an all anti-gay 
ticket,—a fact that Stockwell Day and his 
buddies recognize only too well. 

By leaving it to the courts to enforce 
the equality the politicians themselves 
guaranteed us in the Charter of Human 
Rights, politicos are then able to wash their 
hands of it all and blame it on the courts. 
That they look about as innocent as Pontius 
Pilate in the process seems to have 
completely eluded them. 

But in denying survivor benefits to the 
partners of deceased gays and lesbians 
from the time the Charter took effect until 
1998, when they were forced by the courts 
to recognize the validity of such claims, is 


particularly odious, even for the scum= 
sucking vermin who frequent Canadian 
political circles. Bad enough that they 
would deny us our rights to live our lives 
with dignity, but to steal from widows and 
children is completely beyond the pale. 
And that is precisely what they are 
doing—withholding monies paid into the 
Canada Pension Plan by the deceased in the 
hopes, apparently, that we gays will be so 
thrilled by the limited legitimacy they have 
so reluctantly accorded us that we won't 
notice. We’re not talking tax dollars here, 
rather monies that have been put aside to 
care for us in our old age, not unlike an 
RRSP. And if something happens to any of 
us before we retire, it is our beneficiaries, 
not our governments, who are entitled to 
that money. Ottawa can hold onto this 
money from now ‘til the cows come home, 
but it will never be theirs in any moral way. 
Which accounts for the fact that the whole 
situation fills me with so much rage—and 
I’m hoping I’m not alone. And if our 
politicians have any sense, they'll listen to 
us, before we have to pull over, stop the car 
and sort things out.

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Helping the QAF cast don their gay apparel

At one time in television history, all it 
took to indicate the “gayness” of a character 
was an ascot and some brightly hued 
garments. My how the times have a- 
changed, not to mention the clothes. No one 
knows this better than Patrick Antosh, the 
man responsible for dressing up (and, in 
some cases, dressing down) the cast of the 
North American Queer As Folk. Outlooks 
caught up with Antosh recently via his car 
phone, to discuss his work on the series. 

Outlooks: Tell us a little bit about your 
professional background.

Antosh: When I was in high school, 
there was a period of time when I wanted to 
be a clothing designer, but as soon as I went 
off to university it completely changed. I 
thought I should go to university and do all 


kinds of “rational” things. It wasn’t until 
years later, when I wasn’t working, a friend 
told me that they needed a buyer on the 
Keanu Reeves movie Johnny Mnemonic. 
The designer on that show, Olga Dimitrov, 
really took a liking to me and she gave me 
incredible opportunities. From then on she 
took me onto another show and everything 
snowballed. I have to admit, I think that I’m 
talented and responsible for staying where I 
am, but it was sheer luck that got me here. 

Outlooks: Were you framiliar with the 
original Queer As Folk, when you signed 
on? 

Antosh: Not really, no. I was actually 
away in Paris when I heard that it was going 
to be shooting in Toronto, and I tracked the 
British version down. Now, I’m no prude 
whatsoever, but I had some trepidation 
‘cause I thought /s this just soft-core porn on 
TV?! After watching a few episodes I 
realized there was some meat to it, and I 
hoped the American producers would try to 
do the same thing. I’m certainly not 
disappointed with it at all; they’ve done 
some great character development. I 
actually get quite worked up now when I 
have to defend the show to people who don’t 
like it or who I think like it for the wrong 
reasons. 

Outlooks: Do you work at all with the 
actors and writers in terms of visual 
character development? 


Antosh: Totally. This is the most 
collaborative job that I’ve ever had. In the 
first season, there are full comedic “beats” 
that come from clothing that I’ve provided 
that wasn’t always called for. The sweater 
for Emmett with the clear plastic panel was 
one; we made that from scratch. I get 
comments and e-mails from viewers who 
say “My favourite scene was when...” and 
they’ll mention something that has to do 
with wardrobe specifically. The Jackie O 
outfit for the political episode was my idea 
as well. I happened to be in L.A. when that 
episode played and the audible gasp that was 
heard when the cocktail sauce went on 
Jackie Kennedy’s outfit—that was just such 
a reward! People didn’t know if they were 
allowed to laugh or if they should be 
offended! I felt so proud of that moment. 

Outlooks: That was a good bit. 

Antosh: Well, I was telling the 
producers that Emmett had to be in the 
Jackie Kennedy outfit, and they were a little 
dicey about it. And I said, “I know you'll 
never do this, but it would be hilarious if one 
of the waiters spilled cocktail sauce all over 
the outfit.” We played with a line where, 
when they tried to clean him up, he was 
going to say, “No, I want them to see what 
they’ve done.” [Laughs] But there are 
limits; we had to pull back a wee bit! 
They’re so open to ideas and it’s a great 


thing. This is completely collaborative 
work. 
Outlooks: Does regional style come 


into play in terms of this being set in 
Pittsburgh, as opposed to, say, Chicago or 
L.A.? 

Antosh: Well, I try not to use any Roots 
Canada stuff on the cast! Actually, I just 
made a few phone calls—Roots is available 
in the States—to see if Roots Canada is 
available there as well, because it might be 
fun to throw Justin in a Roots Canada shirt. 
You might see that this year. [am conscious 
of this, and there are a lot of viewers who 
[Laughs] keep me very up-to-date! I get a 
lot of e-mails and little insightful bits saying 
“Well, we don’t do that in Pittsburgh...” and 
so on and so forth. These characters are all 
gay, but they are also individuals. 

Outlooks: How, then, do you express 
the nuances of type through their costumes? 

Antosh: Well, we're not making a 
documentary; we’re doing a story about 
these specific characters. You may or may 
not find your sister on Melrose or Dallas, 
either, for example. I developed these 
characters with the producers and the actors, 
and try to base them on real people. 
Obviously, there is a bit of the actor in the 
character, so there’s that as well. The gay 
aesthetic has changed so much in the last ten 
or twenty years—it’s almost hyper- 
masculine. It’s not really about 
flamboyance anymore and the canvas is so 
broad. It’s about the characters, really; I 
don’t think Michael dresses any differently

from a straight counterpart, he’s just a little 
more body-conscious as a person. Brian has 
a higher income, so he has more to spend on 
fashion. Quite often, homosexuals have the 
nerve to wear what’s on the runway, and 
what’s on the runway is not homosexual, it’s 
just sexual. 

Outlooks You think the willingness to 
experiment is stronger, then? 

Antosh: Yes. I also think that coming 
out plays a role as well. If you’re living a 
gay lifestyle—even if you’re only out to a 
few people—just the fact that you are out is 
a small demonstration of confidence. And 
that can magnify in different parts of your 
life, one of them being fashion. 

Outlooks: Have you been approached 
by designers and manufacturers in terms of 
them wanting you to showcase their 
products on the show? 

Antosh: Totally. Last year I was 
practically begging people—not to provide 
us with free clothing but to allow us to use 
their labels. A lot of companies were great 
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about it and a lot did not want to. I have to 
defend some of the ones who said no—it 
wasn’t because of content, it was because 
movies have a bigger cachet than TV and 
reach a bigger audience. Now that we’re a 
hit, particularly in the States, this year has 
been a lot less work not only to get 
companies to allow us to show labels on 
camera, but they are also sending us free 
clothes. It’s a complete switch-around. I’m 
very conscious about not selling out the cast 
as walking billboards, but labels are a reality 
of life. 

Outlooks: What does 
everyday costume consist of? 

Antosh: I am a Libra! [Laughs] Make 
sure you put that I laughed after that! I’m 
not into the zodiac, but I think I’m a typical 
Libra in that there are some days I’m in 
jeans and a T-shirt, totally casual, and others 
I’m not. When we were shooting in a 
hospital, I had my seamstress cut me a pair 
of low-slung “scrubs” and I made a white T- 
shirt with a red cross embroidered on the 
front, just to get everybody’s energy up.

Edmonton is lucky to have the Brian Webb 
Dance Company around. Not only does the 
company delight audiences with its own cre- 
ations, it also plays host to a series of 
Canadian and International dancers who 
would otherwise rarely find their way to 
Alberta’s capital city. The upcoming event in 
this series of hosted productions is of particu- 
lar importance. José Navas, who’s been 
called “the king of Canadian contemporary 
dance” performs side by side with American 
cellist Walter Haman in a piece simply 
named, “The Haman/Navas Project.” Not 
quite as renowned as big dance groups like 
LaLaLa Human Steps and Carbone 14, 
Navas is nevertheless one of Canada’s great- 
est success stories in the recent renaissance of 
choreography which has come out of 
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Montreal. Navas has per- 
formed in more than 16 
countries, and worked with 
the biggest names in con- 
temporary dance in 
Germany, Belgium, 
Holland and Austria. Born 
in Venezuela, he went to 
New York where he con- 
tinued his dance studies 
with the Merce 
Cunningham Studio. His move to the big 
Apple was also that of a young gay man in 
search of an open and supportive environ- 
ment, After meeting choreographer William 
Douglas, the two moved to Montreal, an 
environment which was to provide the cre- 
ative stimulus for a budding dance genius, as 
well as the safety and tolerance for sexual 
diversity. Since Douglas’s premature death in 


1996, Navas has decided 
to make Montreal his 
home and founded his 
own dance Compagnie 
Flak. 

Navas’ creations never 
cease to be on the edge, 
challenging the audience 
to respond to physical 
and emotional intimacy. 
“Perfume de Gardenias,” 
is one of his more recent pieces which ran for 
sold-out audiences in Montreal for more than 
three weeks. Against the background of an 
intricate light design, six male and female 
dancers explore the motif of desire and sexu- 
ality, mixing beauty with ugliness in haunting 
images that draw the audience relentlessly 
into an awesome world of urgent physicality. 
At one moment during the piece, the sound- 


scape consisted of a montage of the cruisy 
dialogue of a gay sauna, confronting the audi- 
ence with its own dark places of yearning. 

The “Haman/Navas Project” is, at least 
technically, a lot simpler, but explores similar 
motifs. It is a solo dance piece; Navas dances 
a nervous love dance around a musical instru- 
ment that becomes a body, while another 
body, that of Walter Haman, effortlessly plays 
music of Allan Hovhaness and Benjamin 
Britten. The duo create a intriguing narrative, 
not of events, but of emotions and desires; a 
dancer dancing an homage to the dance and 
the music itself. This is a unique opportunity.

Ever since the mid-‘70’s, Key West has 
enjoyed the status of a “must visit” 
destination for gays and lesbians from all 
around the world. A vacation here is 
definitely a visit to gay paradise where you 
will be totally accepted wherever you stay, 
shop, choose to dine or find a local 
watering hole. As a result of the large

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In the early 1990s, the time between 
diagnosis of HIV and death as a result of 
AIDS could be very short. New treat- 
ments and earlier diagnosis have shifted 
the focus to living with HIV. Today, 
there is no question of a person's 
prospect of living ten years or more 
before developing their first opportunis- 
tic infection. Hostage to a virus that can 
attack at any time, a positive antibody 
test for HIV sets off many changes in a 
person's life. 

Beyond the emotional, personal and 
psychological impact of diagnosis, there 


"is a steep learning curve and a great 


many musconceptions to overcome. 
Understanding a virus that mystifies 
many is one of the first things people 
newly diagnosed find themselves trying 
to cope with. Beyond a positive test 
result is a new world of regular blood 
tests and interactions with medical pro- 
fessionals whose role is to help minimise 
the impact of HIV. Many things may 
shift in life and one of these is the doc- 
tor/patient relationship. ~ 

A positive person’s relationship with 
their doctor is one that will last many 
years. Often one or more physicians 
become.a key a resource both for care 
and learning. As a response to the uncér- 
tainty of HIV and differing professional 
approaches, many people develop a more 
assertive attitude about what is happen- 
ing and in the decision-making process 
around treatment choices. This shift in 
attitude can make for a bumpy nde 
unless both the patient and the doctor 
learn to work together. 

Some people will feel comfortable with

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The first step in developing a good ae 
tionship with your doctor is to. identify 
the role that you wish to play in it. 
Traditionally, in seeking medical help, 
we have been conditioned to take a pas- 
sive role in decisions that effect our 
health and well-being, As children, this 
was a consultation between our parents 
and the doctor; as we matured, we were 
left to figure out the interaction on our 
own, In their traditional role, the doctor 
was our primary information conduit, 
and repository of knowledge, and this 
individual played a major role in making 
those medical decisions. 


Most doctors are trained to understand 


that everyone is engaged in the process 
and control of decisions about their 


health to varying degrees. Medical deci- _ 


sions regarding HIV treatments can 
include more than one doctor or profes- 
sional to achieve overall goals. The 
information age has given us a multitude 
of sources of knowledge and this modi- 
fies the interaction. Depending on the 
source and accuracy of the facts, the doc- 
tor now is challenged with answering 
questions from patients on information to 
which thet did not have access at one 


time. Each doctor will approach this dif- _ 


ferently and their experience is still criti- 
cal. The doctor’s role has not really 
changed: what has often changed is 
approach of the patient to the interaction. 

Physicians also have different 
approaches to interacting with patients, 
as each patient often has differing expec- 
tations of them. Some people prefer that 
their doctor take a direct, authoritative 
approach because it makes them feel 
secure and gives a sense that things are 
being taken care of. 

Others see the doctor as a specialist 
who is there to advise on a particular 
problem, while others seek a collabora- 
tive relationship in which both doctor 
and patient weigh the pros and cons of a 
treatment strategy before decisions are 
made. There are still others who prefer 
to make all decisions on their own, and 
the doctor acts primarily a consultant.

Over time, the relationship may take 
on any of these approaches depending on 
circumstances. The person with HIV is 
the common denominator through all of 
this. Defining the relationship at the 
beginning can make a huge difference. 
Scientific, medical and pharmaceutical 
advances in knowledge of the 1990s saw 


the empowerment of individuals with 


HIV in decisions that affected their lives. 
Research has shown that the more people 
who are living with HIV feel in control 
of medical decisions and comprehend 
available treatments, the healthier they 
are and the more likely they are to com- 
ply with complicated treatment regi- 
mens. 

HIV/AIDS is often in the headlines. An 
important fact to realize is that every 
advance is not of benefit to every person.

Bruce Glawson gefts with the program

The emergence of digital cable in 2001 
presented an incredible number of 
challenges to even the most experienced 
industry professionals. With so many new 
channels, where could broadcasters find 
enough material to fill them all, particularly 
given the fact that so many were 
“narrowcasting” to niche demographics and 
specialized markets? Whereas most of the 
new digital stations were dealing with 
matters of interest and genre, Pride Vision 
was one of the few that faced the challenge 
of addressing the larger issue of cultural 
identity. And a broad one, at that. Even 
though the mainstream media often 
categorizes our community as a single 
demographic, it is in reality one of the most 
diverse, a spectrum of identities united only 
by sexuality and a sense of “otherness” from 
the larger population. In terms of television, 
addressing the needs of such a vast audience 
could be seen as the stuff of nightmares, not 
dreams. That is, unless you are Bruce 
Glawson, a man who has risen to, and 
relishes, the challenge of programming 
PrideVision TV. And, while he 
acknowledges the issues and obstacles 
attendant to such a task, he clearly revels in 
the opportunity to tackle them. Glawson 
took time out of his busy schedule to discuss 
the programming of Pride Vision to date, and 
the developments viewers can expect to see 
in the near and not-so-near future. 

Outlooks: How much of a chicken-and- 
egg situation did you find yourself in, 
programming a gay network when no other 
one existed before? 

Glawson: Well, it was a challenge 
because we are the world’s first; there’s not a 
lot of material out there. One of our biggest 
challenges has been to find gay and lesbian 
series and specials. There is a certain 
amount and certainly there are a lot of 
documentaries—Canadian documentaries 
—that have been made by gay and lesbian 
filmmakers on gay and lesbian topics. 
We've been able to put together some 
“strands”—Best of the Fests and Shorts for 
All Sorts, which is a compilation of material 
produced by Canadian gay and lesbian 
filmmakers. We’ve also been able to acquire 
a lot of product from Britain: Channel 4 has 
produced a lot of gay and lesbian material, as 
well as some from America. There’s still not 
enough at this point. And I think the exciting 
thing is that now we exist, there’s going to be 
a demand for the programming and it’s 
going to encourage producers to produce 
long-form series for our network. The other 
challenge is that sixty-five percent of our 
schedule has to be Canadian, and that’s 
perhaps the biggest issue of all, because it 
doesn’t exist; there isn’t sixty-five percent in 
terms of GLBT programming. 


Outlooks: What would you have done 
differently if there had been no constraints of 
budget, broadcast rights, etec-—the practical 
things that are always a concern? 

Glawson: I guess in an ideal world we 
would have produced it ourselves because it 
doesn’t exist. It does take time to develop a 
project from concept to completion—1t takes 
years to do that—and we’re not afforded that 
luxury. We were able to introduce Shout!, 
our current affairs show, at the time of our 
launch in September, and now we’re 
introducing four new shows in January. So 
bit by bit we’re increasing the original 
programming. As I said, ideally we would 
have been able to produce tons of original 
programming for the launch, but that just 
wasn’t possible. 

Outlooks: In terms of global sourcing, 
which nations have you personally found to 
be the most inspirational or advanced in 
terms of GLBT programming? 

Glawson: Britain, without a doubt. We 
acquired a lot of sit-coms like Gimme, 
Gimme, Gimme and The High Life, the chat- 
show So Graham Norton and the drama 
Queer As Folk. One of the things we found 
was that a lot of the British broadcasters have 
not cleared rights for Canada, so there is 
additional British product that we've 
encountered that we would have loved to 
have but they have not cleared the rights 
—either music or performer’s—for Canada. 
One of our roles is to educate British and 
foreign producers to clear the rights for 
Canada. 

Outlooks: What criteria must be met in 
terms of your programming that is not 
specifically gay? 

Glawson: It has to be of interest to our 
audience—which is pretty broad. I think the 
area in which we have a lot of non-gay 
would be our lifestyle programming, and a 
lot of that we schedule during the day. This 
also helps us meet our sixty-five percent 
Canadian content. We put our strongest 
programming in primetime and on the 
weekends; during the day we run the lifestyle 
programming that may not be specifically 
gay or lesbian, but is of interest to our 
audience. And, in time, we will replace that 
with our own material. 

Outlooks: What do you have coming up 
in terms of new, specifically gay 
programming? 

Glawson: We're launching a twenty- 
six-episode travel show called BUMP in 
January, and it will deal with destinations 
and hot special events that appeal to the 
GLBT community. Also, another show 
we’ll be launching in January is Under the 
Covers, which is sort of like Sex with Sue but 
aimed at our audience. It will be very 
interactive, and you'll be able to phone in to 
it or use the Internet, so I think it will be 
successful. 


Outlooks: How do you address the 
vastness of the GLBT demographic in terms 
of PrideVision’s programming? 

Glawson: One of our goals is to try to 
be as inclusive as possible, but our 
community is so diverse just in terms of gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and transgendered—then 
there’s the geographic differences in terms of 
trying to cover the regions from coast-to- 
coast. [Laughs] It’s a very diverse audience. 
I think to a certain extent we’re addressing 
that through the selection of our hosts. 
We're introducing “gay-jays’—sort of like 
the vee-jays on MuchMusic—and they’ll do

the links between programs. We’re trying to 
have diversity there—one of the people is a 
male-to-female transsexual, and I’m quite 
excited to have her on. She’s very dynamic 
and intelligent, has two master’s degrees, 
and is very articulate, so that’s great. Once 
we get a better sense of our core audience, I 
think we’ll have to target the majority of our 
programming to that. It will evolve and I 
really want to try to be as inclusive as 
possible. It’s a huge challenge, it really is. 
Outlooks: At this point, are you 
programming year-to-year or do you have a 
five-year plan, a ten-year plan and so on? 
Glawson: I really don’t have a five-year 
plan at this point—I’m just beginning to look 
ahead to the next fiscal [year] beginning in 
September 2002 to define our priorities. Part 
of that will be determined by our budget, 
obviously. In this sense, that’s unknown 
because we don’t have our subscribers yet in 
this free preview period and don’t have a 
sense of our audience or subscriber base. 
That will certainly determine what we can 
do, and we definitely want to do more 
original programming; that will be a priority 
in our second fiscal, to replace some of the 
lifestyle programming with our own. 
Outlooks: Now, 1 know when studios 
sell “bundles” of movies, traditionally they 
have tucked one or two gay or lesbian titles 
in with the mainstream ones that most 
networks really want. Do you anticipate that 
this will change and suppliers will start 
bundling GLBT titles and maybe tuck, say, 


Rambo in as the booby prize? 

Glawson: Well, that would be 
wonderful. [Laughs] Right now our 
experience with the studios is that we can’t 
always pick and choose the films we want; 
you have to take some that may not be your 
first choice. That’s just the way studios 
work. The exciting thing is that there are 
some that specialize in gay and lesbian 
films—like Strand Releasing and Frame One 
in San Francisco. Mongrel Media in Canada 
specializes in a lot of gay programming and 
feature films, so that’s encouraging. Their 
packages are exclusively gay and lesbian, so 
it helps us get around that issue. 

Outlooks: Someone has a great idea for 
a show—what are the logistics involved in 
taking it from concept to product? 

Glawson: We’re getting proposals from 
all regions of Canada, which is great. If 
someone is interested in submitting a 
proposal for a project they can check out our 
website, because we have independent 
producer’s guidelines right there. We review 
them and we want to have projects that are 
produced across Canada; it’s not a problem if 
it’s not based in Toronto. Right now we are 
working on projects with Vancouver 
producers, Montreal producers, and so on. 

Outlooks: How much regional coverage 
do you expect will contribute to 
PrideVision’s national presence in the 
coming years? 

Glawson: It’s really crucial that we 
reflect across Canada—not just the urban 
centres but the rural communities as well. 
We started to do that with Shout!. They’ve 
been on the road in Vancouver and in the 
Maritimes; they just recently did a wonderful 
story in rural Nova Scotia, so it’s happening 
now. And there’ll be more of it as resources 
increase and more original programming is 
happening. 

Outlooks: From your _ personal 
perspective, why you think people in and out 
of the community should support this 
network? 

Glawson: It’s an opportunity to have 
our stories, our lives, our experiences 
presented on television. I think it’s so 
exciting that a network like ours exists, and I 
think it’s really important that the 
community support it, because it is an 
opportunity for our voices to be heard. 
Who'd have thought that there would be a 
network dedicated to our community? This 
is a dream job, and it’s incredibly exciting to 
see [the GLBT community] recognized.

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Altitude X swishes down the slopes

For many Canadians, January’s chill 
brings dreams of warm beaches and 
swaying palm trees; but for thousands of 
gays and lesbians it’s time to break out the 
ski wax and head for the hills. 

Altitude X, a week long festival of 
skiing, snowboarding and extreme parties, 
will attract as many as three thousand people 
to the pristine slopes of Whistler, BC, next 
month. Impressive numbers considering the 
event’s humble beginnings in 1993 as “Gay 
and Lesbian Ski Week” with just 200 
participants. ‘“‘With...word of mouth about 
the fun people had, it just doubled and then 
tripled each year,” says Brent Benaschak of 
Out on the Slopes Productions. 

The explosive growth surprises no one 
more than Benaschak himself, since all he 
really wanted to do was drum up a bit more 
business for his bed and breakfast. He and 
his partner ran a gay BandB on New York’s 
Fire Island in the summer, and in the off- 
season, they hoped to develop a northern 
hideaway in Whistler. “The market wasn’t 
big enough, really, to support that, so we 
decided to do a gay ski week to get Whistler 
on the gay map...the event became so big 
that we didn’t have time to run the bed and 
breakfast...it’s grown bigger than my 
expectations, definitely,” he says. 

Today, Altitude X generates over three 
million dollars in spending for the village, 
based on Tourism Whistler’s estimated 
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value of an overnight ski visit at about $250. 
Indeed, Altitude X now rivals the World Ski 
and Snowboard Festival as the major event 
of the year. John Rae of Tourism Whistler 
says, while the larger World competition 
draws up to 15,000 spectators for specific 
events, “the actual overnight 
accommodation would be comparable to 
what happens with Out on the Slopes during 
Altitude”. With that kind of economic 
muscle, the fact that gays and lesbians 
virtually take over the village for a week 
isn’t much of an issue. “I’ve never been 
aware of any discussion...any identification 
or any earmarking of this as being any 
different from any other festival,” Rae says. 
Benaschak agrees, and adds that the village 
has been extremely supportive: “In the third 
year, maybe, somebody distributed some 
hate literature around on car windows and at 
businesses, but that was quickly squashed 
by the Whistler community. That worked 
against the person who did it because the 
support [for us] was even stronger.” 

Today, Altitude X is the place for gay 
men and women to see and be seen. And 
since Whistler is anything but a discount 
destination, it’s a safe bet that many of the 
visitors will have deep pockets. In fact, 
some of the Americans, Europeans and 
Australians booked for Altitude X will 
spend several thousand dollars before they 
see their first snowflake. But Benaschak 
insists this is an event for every budget, and 
people can spend as much or as little money 
as they wish. 

“Some people are happy just to go to 
the aprés-skis because they get a chance to 
meet most of the people who are up here,” 
he says. If skiing and snowboarding is their 
thing and they want to expand on that and go 
the other events—the parties, the fashion 
show, the comedy nights—people can buy 
one ticket, or tickets to all the events. Then, 
depending on what type of hotel people 
want, the options are open there, too. 
Whether it’s a youth hostel or a luxury 
hotel.” 


Expect to shell out $200.00 to $700.00 
a night if you want to bunk down with your 
snow bunny at one of Whistler’s high-end 
hotels. Package deals including ground 
transportation, room and lift tickets range 
from $1,500 for the Coast Whistler to 
$2,800 for the Westin Resort and Spa (based 
on double occupancy). An all-inclusive 
events pass is an additional $525.00.

Despite the prices, anyone who’s 
experienced gay ski week swears it’s worth 
every penny. Whistler’s famed slopes play 
host to princes, presidents and prime 
ministers. Located seventy-five miles north 
of Vancouver, Whistler is the early favourite 
to host the 2010 Winter Olympics. But 
during gay ski week, the stiffest competition 
is usually on the dance floor and in the hot 
tubs. After a long day skimming through 
the powder, brace yourself for more than 
thirty events, including after-ski cocktails 
daily between 3:30 and 6:00 pm, gondola 
and helicopter rides to a mountaintop tea 
party, barbecues in the snow and poolside 
beach parties. 
hunt and charity race are also on the agenda. 
Don’t worry if you can’t tell a snowboard 
from a floor board; there’s a full slate of 
lessons offered by Whistler’s 
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accommodating ski instructors, who with 
any luck may be free for highballs later in 
the evening. There are coed parties, as well 
as separate bashes for women and for men, 
so pack your dancing shoes. 

“We have the top DJs who play some of 
the biggest gay parties around the world, so 
people have everything they could find at a 
party in Miami or New York or anywhere 
else, right here at Whistler,’ Benaschak 
says. In some cases, the DJs spin until 8 am, 
when it’s time to strap on the ski boots and 
hit the slopes again. 

The February 2nd to 11th festival is a 
perfect mid-winter pick-me-up. “If you’re 
into skiing, to get three thousand like- 
minded gay and lesbian skiers and 
snowboarders in one place is a big 
attraction,” he says. When you're going to 
the nighttime events, it’s certainly different 
going to a party here than it is in the city.... 
Our group of people has been outside skiing 
all day and they’re just on cloud nine. So, 
when you start with everyone’s mood like 
that [it] makes for a pretty good vacation.” 

Benaschak adds the best thing about 
Gay Ski Week is the chance to have lots of 
fun with other gays and lesbians in a healthy, 
supportive environment. It’s about staking a 
claim in the traditionally heterosexual realm 
of sports and recreation. He recalls growing 
up in Saskatchewan, where you “certainly 
didn’t mix the two: skiing and anything gay. 
I think with a lot of people at the beginning, 
your gay life is private and not known to any 
of your friends. If there had been an event 
like this when I was growing up, it certainly 
would have made a difference to me.”

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A sister’s love; a sister’s loss

At 2:30 in the morning on November 17, 
Tim Chisolm was heading home from 
Vancouver’s Stanley Park. A year earlier, he 
had helped his friend Aaron Webster bury his 
prized dog Zane there. 

In the parking lot behind the pool at 
Second Beach, Chisolm found his friend 
Webster: bloody, naked except for a pair of 
hiking boots, and near death. Chisolm 
comforted the dying Webster before the 
ambulance arrived. 

At Webster’s funeral, Chisolm shared 
memories with the friends and relatives who 
attended the service. Webster was 
remembered as a big, gentle man with a big 
heart who loved life. 

The rest of Canada’s gay community 
will remember Webster as a victim of the hate 
we are expected to face without complaint 
day after day, and his death will likely be the 
first hate-motivated murder investigation in 
British Columbia’s history. Witnesses to 
Webster’s beating report seeing a group of 
three or four men armed with baseball bats or 
pool cues. 

Pamela Miller is Aaron Webster’s 
younger sister. She remembers her brother as 
someone who talked a blue streak and loved 
to laugh. “We have some remorse, but what 
I really feel is shock,” she says. “I cannot 
believe that someone could act, against 
another for a reason like that. I’ve always 
been so supportive. My whole family has.” 

Indeed, as Aaron gradually came out to 
his family, the announcement met little 
resistance from them. “Most of us already 
suspected,” laughs Pamela. She recalls the 
moment when Aaron tured to her and said 
he had something very important to share 
with her. “We went for drinks. I was 
watching the hockey game. Aaron hated 
sports. He turned to me and said, ‘I have 
something serious to tell you. I’m gay.” 

“Tm pretty happy here too, Aaron,” 
Miller responded, laughing. 

Aaron Webster grew up with his family 
in Penticton. His sister describes him as a 
“big kid; tall, with a good sense of humour 
and a gentleness. He was kind. He loved 
people.” At school as a child, Webster would 
often be bullied, but he never fought back. 

The family had all talked about him; 
they suspected there was something different 
about the eldest son. “His announcement 
didn’t change the fact that we loved him,” 
remembers Miller. 

As an adult, he moved to the gay mecca 
of the West End. There, he worked in a paint 
store but was gaining a reputation as a top- 
notch photographer. It was at a West End 
watering hole that he first came out to his 
sister. It was in Vancouver that he met his 
partner, with whom he lived for seventeen 
years. 

When moved to 


Webster first 


Vancouver, Pamela Miller saw the diversity 
of the West End for the first time. She 
remembers her first time in a gay bar: 
Webster ran ahead to open the door for her, 
concealing the sign that announced what sort 
of bar they were entering. “Aaron wanted to 
see how long it would take for me to figure it 
out. We walked in and the first person I saw 
was a huge drag queen in gold lamé and a big 
bushy moustache. I just said, ‘So where are 
we gonna sit?’ ” 

Miller’s fondness for her brother’s 
neighbourhood is obvious. She was 
immediately struck by the diversity, openness 
and relaxed atmosphere of the West End. It 
seemed that Aaron had finally found a safe 
place to be who he was. 

The death of his lover from AIDS- 
related illnesses made Webster wonder why 
he hadn’t been stricken as well. “Aaron kept 
asking “Why? Why didn’t I get it?’ I told 
him, ‘God must have another purpose for 
you.” ” 

Pamela Miller learned of her brother’s 
murder the morning after it happened. She 
came home from one of her courses—she is 
completing her Bachelor of Science—to 
voicemail packed with messages. Her 
stepfather finally broke the news to her. The 
family headed to Vancouver. 

“T was taken to Stanley Park, to the spot 
where Aaron died. A memorial was forming 
on the spot where they found him. There 
were candles, flowers, lanterns and poems. 
Day by day, the memorial got bigger and 
bigger.” 

Then there was the spontaneous 
gathering that occurred the day after the 
bashing. Word went out in the community to 
meet at Little Sister’s. Soon crowds of 
people stood, silent, without a real plan but 
with a need to surround themselves with 
others who felt the same pain. A friend of 
mine, who attended the gathering, remarked 
on the silence of the unplanned march. As he 
arrived at the bottom of Davie Street, he 
looked back and saw thousands of people 
behind him. 

When I told Miller about the gathering, 
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she responded, “I saw it on the news. All I 
could think was that I hope to God there are 
straight people in that gathering as well. 
Because it’s our apathy that needs 
addressing.” 

The same day as family gathered for 
Webster’s memorial service, the gay 
community held a public service. Miller was 
touched by the compassion shown to her by 
total strangers. “All these people came up to 
us to voice their support and_ their 
condolences. My brother would have been 
very proud of his community.” 

Soon afterward, a fund was launched to 
raise money to post a reward for information 
leading to the arrest of the killer(s). For 
Miller, the community’s response to the 
tragedy has had a galvanizing effect on 
herself as well. 

“It taught me that we have to support 
each other. Let’s put all this talk of equality 
into action. There’s been too much rhetoric. 
It’s taught me to be supportive of all my 
brothers and sisters in the world community.” 

The tragic events of November 17 have 
also changed the focus of Miller’s passion 
irrevocably. She is currently drafting letters 
to our leaders. “I got home from Vancouver 
and downloaded the Human Rights 
Legislation.” she says. Miller now knows as 
much as any gay activist about Alberta’s 
dismal history of denying gay rights. “I 
realized that Canadians are apathetic. I’m 
determined to stay on top of the government 
form this day on. I have a copy of the Charter 
of Rights. When I first saw it, I was so proud 
that we have this document, this mantra of 
our society. It’s time to apply it now.” 

In response to Webster’s murder, the 
federal government is considering making 
incitement hatred of gays and lesbians a 
crime. Justice Minister Anne McLellan has 
said she’ll consider amending the Criminal 
Code to protect homosexuals from hate 
propaganda as long as there is support from 
provincial governments. Are you listening, 
Ralph? 

For Miller, the reasons for complete 
inclusion are elementary: “I think of what 
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Aaron went through when his lover died. I 
can’t imagine what it felt like to not get that 
same recognition of his grief that the rest of 
us take for granted, that your partner in life 
has died. Love is love. It’s a very simple 
concept. I’ve raised my children that way. 

“We are Canadians. We stand for 
acceptance of diversity. People see us as a 
beacon of freedom. We open our borders to 
accept people from all over the world, but we 
still have trouble accepting those who live 
within our borders. 

“T want to ask the government ‘Where is 
the leadership?’ The Supreme Court ordered 
that sexual orientation be read into the 
Alberta Human Rights, Citizenship and 
Multiculturalism Act. It’s time to change the 
law to reflect that. If the leaders of this 
country had done their duty and responded to 
what Canadians believe, my brother might 
not have died.”

It’s estimated there are between two and 
three million gay fathers in North America. 
Some may be accidental fathers through an 
early heterosexual experience, while others 
may have endured a prolonged emotional 
struggle in a marriage that includes children 
and has lasted many years. 

Coming out as a gay man may be 
difficult, though much easier than it was four 
decades ago. But when a man has struggled 
with inner conflicts about his sexual 
orientation and also acquired a wife, a home 
and a family, the task can be much harder. 

One group which helps in this process is 
Gay Fathers, a social and peer counselling 
group that has branches in Calgary, Winnipeg 
and Toronto. The Winnipeg branch, now 
with around forty members, was’ created 
twenty years ago when United Church 
minister Don Ross found himself in the 
predicament of being gay and married with 
children. On a visit to Toronto, he came 
across Gay Fathers and when he returned to 
Winnipeg, he and two other men got the 
group going. 

They meet twice a month in members’ 
homes, hold a picnic for their assorted 
offspring on Father’s Day and also invite 
specialist speakers (such as lawyers) to 
address them from time to time. Some have 
found male partners after leaving their 
marriage and in some cases, a child (or 
children) lives with the male couple. In most 
cases, there is some form of shared custody or 
visiting rights with offspring. 

John Chabai, father of three and 
grandfather of three, recently moved back to 
Winnipeg after living in Calgary since 1994. 
He was an original founder of the Winnipeg 
group and has belonged to Gay Fathers in 
Calgary. “I think the key message we have 
for gay fathers emerging from a marriage is 
simple: ‘You are not alone’,” he says. “A gay 
father can feel very isolated and needs to 
know he isn’t the only one. The group offers 
important emotional support as well as 
practical advice.” 

Besides the regular meetings, the group 
holds a Christmas party with a gift exchange. 
In the past, they have organized sporting 
events, gone camping and canoeing and held 
gatherings at a member’s lakeside cottage. 
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Fatherly advice 


Younger fathers are always coming into the 
group, but quite a few members are now gay 
grandfathers as well as gay dads. “Coming 
out to your family and children is one big 
issue we talk about,” says Chabai “but I guess 
we now need to look at how you might come 
out to grandchildren.” 

The group raises money for various 
charities, including prostate and breast cancer 
research, HIV, and the Rainbow Society, 
which provides trips and treats for sick 
children. Some members also help man the 
information line at Winnipeg’s Rainbow 
Resource Centre.You can contact them 
through the centre, at (204) 284-5208. 

Group coordinator David Thompson 
says the meetings are an important outlet 
where gay fathers can discuss serious issues, 
but also have fun and socialize. Some have 
left marriages, some are in the process of 
doing so and an occasional member may be 
still living with his wife. 

“Every so often we sit around and each 
person gives a brief summary of who he is 
and what’s been happening in his life, but it’s 
very informal,” says Thompson. “It gives 
men a lot of relief when they can discuss the 
problems they’re facing with spouses or 
children. They can talk to others, compare 
notes and realize there really is light at the 
end of the tunnel.” 

Original founder Don Ross says not so 
long ago homosexuality was regarded as a 
mental illness and gay sexual activity was 
illegal. Back then it was very hard to admit 
you were gay and leave a marriage. Many 
men were traumatized. He says the strain of 
leaving a marriage often caused a visit to the 
doctor for depression or anxiety. “Fortunately 
for us we had some early physicians who 
believed our group had an important role to 
play and their early support helped give us a 
lot of credibility. Many of these men were 
terrifyingly lonely,” he says. 

Ross feels the informality of the group is 
very important. Sharing the pain of troubled 
lives can be highly therapeutic. An older, 
experienced gay father who’s gone through

the transition can take a younger gay father 
under his wing, offering support and advice 
on dealing with angry children, a vengeful 
spouse or a legal matter such as custody. 

There is a great sense of relief when a 
gay father realizes he isn’t a freak and that 
other intelligent, working, responsible, 
parentally committed men are in the same 
boat. The Winnipeg group includes teachers, 
lawyers, social workers, civil servants and 
writers. 

The Calgary group works on a similar 
philosophy, offering a non-judgmental 
atmosphere of emotional support where 
stories are listened to respectfully. The group 
values open communication but stresses it is 
not a substitute for therapy or counseling if 
that is required. The groups are also not hasty 
pick-up points for sex partners either. The 
tone tends to be serious and responsible. 

In Calgary, Gay Fathers provides 
information on family arrangements, 
interaction with ex-spouses, legal issues and 
integration into the GLBT community. The 
emphasis is on resolving problems and 
moving on. Members meet twice a month 
and often hold potluck dinners in each other’s 
homes. You can find their website at:

Pulling up your grades not only gives 
you confidence, it can have positive benefits 
on your future career. Sometimes parents 


even offer incentives to do well (we could 
all use some extra cash!) Pulling up your 
grades will require some effort, but try these 
suggestions: be attentive and jot down a few 
points in class instead of writing down a 
bunch of meaningless notes. And, review 
the notes you have written down on a daily 
basis to reinforce and retain the concepts. 


10. SPEND MORE TIME WITH 
YOUR FAMILY

some more time with your family. They 
won't be around forever, so take some time 
to really get to know them.

For twenty-four hours a day, seven 
days a week, 365 days of the last year, 
Mathieu Chantelois has been out on the air 
on a scale never before seen in Canada, or 
anywhere for that matter. As one of 
U8TV’s original Lofters and the host of the 
Internet-/PrideVision-broadcast show So 
Gay TV, Chantelois has stood in a blinding 
spotlight as both a very public private 
citizen and gay man. Was it worth it? 
Perhaps; time will tell in a more concrete 
way. At present, however, as Chantelois 
tells Outlooks in this exclusive interview, 
the most important thing to do is regroup, 
recharge and reflect in anticipation of life’s 
new challenges, both private and 


professional. 


Outlooks: You're coming to the end of 
your term as a “Lofter’—How do you feel 
about that? 

Chantelois: It’s really weird, I still 
have a feeling like when you’re watching a 
movie and you don’t know if you like it or 
not. I’m going to have to get out of it to 
know if it was a good experience or not. 

Outlooks: You'll be able to assess it 
more clearly with some hindsight? 

Chantelois: Yes. And I need some 
private, quiet time with my partner; that’s 
the first thing. I can say that I’m quite 
happy about what I did. I was able to go to 
a circuit party with my boyfriend, to bring 
guys into the loft and have them undress 
and show that it’s all right to be gay and 
have a great time. I was also able to fight to 
give sperm as a gay man, go to the AIDS 
Walk and talk to my roommates about what 
I was going through. I went for an HIV test 
and broadcast it live to explain how it’s not 
such a big deal and that people should get 
tested every year or every two years. I think 
that was all very positive. 

Outlooks: Have you felt a certain 
amount of pressure to be “representative” as 
a gay man on TV? 

Chantelois: Well, it is a reality show, 


so gay Mathieu 


and most of the queer characters we see on 
TV are boring—like Will on Will & Grace: 
they don’t kiss guys, they wear suits, they 
don’t live a gay lifestyle. Or they’re like 
Jack and they’re really, really campy; or 
they just do drugs and party like on Queer 
As Folk. What was so beautiful about this 
year was that I had a chance to show that 
you can be something other than those three 
types you see on TV. I think I was able to 
show that I can be the Queer As Folk guy, I 
can be Jack, I can be Will and I can be 
something else all at the same time. 

Outlooks: You can be Mathieu. 

Chantelois: I can just be Mathieu! I 
didn’t come here is a political gay guy who 
wanted to change the world, and I never 
thought I would expose so much of my 
homosexuality on TV. Really, I’ve been the 
token gay guy in the loft all year and I 

didn’t like it in the beginning. Then I 
realized there was a need for that. 

Outlooks: Did some of that come 
through feedback? 

Chantelois: I get e-mails every day 
from young gay guys and girls who live in 
small villages; they tell me I’m their only 
friend or the only gay person that they 
“know”. And they say it’s because of me 
they were able to address some issues with 
their parents or watch the show with them 
to explain stuff. If that’s the only thing I 
did this year, then I’m really proud of it. 
Of course, I’m going to have some bitter 
queens who say I’m way too gay and that 

So Gay TV is not addressing the real issues. 
On the other side, I had e-mails telling me 
that I’m not gay enough and should focus 
more on gay stuff because I have this 
exposure. When you get e-mails from both 
sides, then you think maybe you’re doing 
the right thing. 

Outlooks: Tell me about the drinking 
game. 

Chantelois: Is it bad that I really liked 
it? [Laughs] I was flattered—I never 
thought someone would create a drinking 
game about my show. If there’s actually a 
subculture and people meet on Thursday 
nights to drink and watch my show—well, 
they’re drinking and having fun! [Laughs] 
I’m a French boy and I express myself in 
English in a way that everyone understands, 
but I make tons of mistakes. I’m not going 
to apologize for it and I’m not going to try 
to change it. French is my first language, 
Spanish is kind of my second because of my 
partner and English is my third. Hearing 
about the drinking game didn’t bother me. 
Now, a newspaper before called me a petit 
tapette—which means little faggot—and 
that to me is very offensive; you don’t call 
somebody from your community who 
works hard and doesn’t try to do anything 
mean a little faggot. When they called me 
a little faggot I got really offended, because 
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this is a small community and I think we 
should try to help each other instead of 
bitching and complaining. Those kinds of 
things really affect me, but the drinking 
game was just fun. 

Outlooks: Are you going to continue 
your participation with So Gay TV? 

Chantelois: Well, I’m still going to be 
there in January and February, and they’re 
going to see if they have a gay Lofter or not. 
So Gay TV is like my little baby because 
when I arrived here, U8TV didn’t have a 
gay show in their first schedule. There was 
a show called Love Shack that talked to girls 
about love and relationships, and there was 
a show called Male Box that allowed Tré to 
talk about women and sex. I wanted to 
have a gay show that didn’t have to address 
all the issues of the community, one that I 
hadn’t seen yet on TV. I just wanted to get 
my friends on the couch, I wanted to talk, to 
have some fun, to see some flesh. I didn’t 
want to have to invite a lesbian every week 
to be political; I wanted lesbians sometimes 
but I don’t need to have a lesbian, a 
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bisexual, a transgendered person on my 
couch every week. When you try to reach 
everybody you don’t reach anybody. I 
know my show is totally urban and focused 
on guys that I like, but—you know what? 
That’s what I was trying to do. There are 
other great shows on PrideVision, and other 
ones that existed before, to do all those 
other things. I think we should be allowed 
one hour per week to have some fun and 
tackle some issues. I still want to work on 
So Gay TV for a few months and I’m going 
to do some links at PrideVision between 
programs—a “gay-jay” position. And I’m 
hoping to have a new show in September. 
Outlooks: What kind of impact has this 
had on your partner and your relationship? 
Chantelois: When I got this gig, I 
started to cry; he started to cry as well. We 
took a week to think about it because I was 
signing a contract but Marcel was signing 
nothing. Moving out of our apartment was 
a serious decision and he was really 
supportive. I think our relationship was 
extremely strong to go through all this. We 
realized we couldn’t go out as much as we 
were before because it wasn’t always fun. 
Sometimes we'd spend the whole night 
talking to strangers and shaking hands; 
that’s not fun for Marcel—he’s not used to 
being in the public eye and he didn’t sign 
anything. He just moved [to Toronto] last 
week and I’m so thrilled. He was so strong 
throughout the entire year, so supportive. 
He is the man of my life. 
Outlooks: How was Tré as a kisser? 
Chantelois: Oh my God! Tré as a 
kisser?![Laughs] It was a very mechanical 
thing to do and I just want to say that I never 
masturbated thinking about it 
after! [Laughs]

As the new year arrives I realize that one 
of the truly beautiful things about living in a 
city like Montreal is the complete openness of 
the citizens regarding gays and lesbians. 
Holding hands with your significant other is 
not restricted to the confines of the secure 
setting of the gay village. It is not unusual to 
see gay and lesbian couples kissing on a 
downtown street with not a sound of dissence 
or even anybody glancing their way. 

This is definitely not the same as my 
experience of living in Alberta, but the people 
of Quebec have a very /aissez-faire attitude of 
letting people do whatever it is they want to. I 
realize, however, that this openness to the 
homosexual is a relatively new phenomenon 
and recently I came to realize where this 
freedom is born. 

It isn’t very often that I think about the 
process (often hellish) of coming out. It 
seems like it was another lifetime ago that I 
took that step down the road that led me to this 
place where I can finally be free and happy. 
On a recent trip to the United States, I 
discovered that coming out and 
acknowledging my homosexuality is a 
necessary and vital step in achieving equality 
and acceptance from the world that we live in. 

I took my first flight to New York City 
less than a month after the terrorist bombing 
of the World Trade Centers. I was headed for 
a meeting in the Met Life Building that 
towered over Grand Central Station. It was 


scheduled for 10 am, so I had to check in for 
a very early flight from Montreal at 6:30 am. 
Needless to say, I am not a moming person. 
Getting up at a quarter to five to catch a plane 
is not what I consider to be the optimal 
beginning to a stressful day. 

So I fell into Dorval airport. The check 
in went quickly and smoothly and I stumbled 
my way through the corridors to reach my 
gate. It’s about fifteen minutes before 
boarding starts, so I slump down in one of 
those extremely uncomfortable airport seats. 
You know the type: low back, steel arms, 
vinyl, vinyl, vinyl. I closed my eyes, wishing 
myself back to my bed. 

I felt someone take the seat next to me, 
so I slowly opened my eyes. There sat a man. 
Dressed in full middle eastern garb, he was 
intensely involved in reading a book. In 
Arabic. Suddenly he caught me looking at 
him so he stood up and went into the comer. 
Placing his hands together he began to bow 
over and over again silently chanting a prayer. 

“Oh God, I didn’t need to see this,” I 
thought to myself. “Is anyone else seeing 
this?” 

I was terrified. I hadn’t had any pangs of 
fear about flying into New York until that very 
moment. But that man petrified me. I 
wondered if I should go up to the counter and 
express my concerns. [| thought about taking 
another flight. I thought about running away. 

Of course, I did nothing. I realized that 
he must have gone through hellish amounts of 
security before getting into the boarding area. 
They must have gone through everything he 
had. If he frightened me, I was sure that he 
got the full treatment from the staff. 

And that’s when I realized it. Here was 
a man, at the height of our fear and paranoia, 
willing to express his identity to the world 
without any excuses. We were in that 
terrifying aftermath of battle where what he 
looked like could instill extreme fear and 
loathing even. It isn’t far removed from being 
gay. 

We, too, have to live with fear and 
reprisal whenever we assert our identities in a 
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community that is not always accepting, not 
always permissive. I saw in that man a lesson 


for myself. Hiding the truth would only 
pervert my own identity. And the only way 
for people to realize that gay men and women 
are completely normal and are nothing to fear 
is for them to see us every day. Seeing that 
man on my flight and having a pleasant trip 
helped to annihilate that stereotype generated 
by the Twin Towers War. In order for 
anything to change, for our people to achieve 
any level of acceptance, I would have to assert 
my identity constantly. People at my work 
must know; my family must know; my 
friends must know. I would have to take that 
plunge. 

Diving was an integral part of my 
second run in with Americans recently, when 
Montréal hosted the Montréal Cup Swim 
Meet at the end of November. The 
competition attracted three hundred 
participants and countless spectators from 
across the United States and Canada. The 
Montréal Cup is always a fantastic sporting 
event for gay athletes. (Although I think a 
number of spectators just happen to enjoy the 
“uniforms.”) It is a chance to meet people 
from all over the continent and host a few at 
your home. 

I had a couple of guys stay with me for 
the weekend from the USA. While they were 
in a constant state of enchantment with the 
livelier aspects of Montréal (does any 
American come here and not go to every gay 
strip club?), they were also quite surprised by 
the number of straight people competing at a 
gay swim meet. 

At first I was unsure of their intent. I 
have often met gay people (men especially) 


who have absolutely no interest in having any 
straight people around them. Segregation is 
the ultimate paradise for them. But this was 
not what they meant. They were surprised 
that straight people and gay people mixed 
outside of the “trendy” nocturnal hotspots. 

And so arrived my next American 
lesson. When I first came out of the closet, I 
threw myself into a completely different 
universe and totally ignored the existence of 
anything outside of the gay realm. My life 
revolved around the gay places to be. “Is this 
a gay restaurant?” “Does this film have a gay 
theme?” and “Is this a gay designer?” 
suddenly became my mantras for living. I 
moved into a gay ghetto and I rarely left it. 
Nothing could be gay enough and anything 
too straight was definitely off the menu. 

I suddenly saw the value of the 
integration of both communities in Montréal. 
Coming out doesn’t mean staying apart. It 
requires more that just a declaration of 
sexuality and then a retreat into the safe 
comers of permissible existence like a gay 
ghetto. Like the man at the airport we have to 
be willing to show who we are despite our 
fears of the reaction from the community and 
we have to be willing to express our identities 
inside of the straight spaces. The true 
acceptance of the gay community by the 
community at large will only be achieved 
when we accept the straight community 
ourselves. When we can swim together side 
by side, cheer for each others’ victories, and 
share in simple pleasures like sport. Then, 
and only then, will we ever achieve that ideal 
camaraderie. Separate but equal is no recipe 
for acceptance.

At the time of this writing, Christmas 
is fast approaching and I’m looking 
forward to two things: time off and the 
chance to watch a lot of holiday 
programming. 

But while I will be keeping an eye out 
for the Rudolph, Frosty, Charlie Brown, 
and the Grinch (and of course a whole slew 
of PrideVision shows), 


I will also be 


keeping a watchful eye for All in the 
Family. 

Believe it or not, All in the F ainily has 
one of the greatest holiday episodes ever 
written, and it’s an episode about 
homophobia. 

That’s right, a comedy that was 
written in the early ‘70s, tackling 
homophobia. Imagine how courageous 
that was. Bear in mind this was the same 
era in which The Mary Tyler Moore 
Show was forbidden from making its 
title character a divorced woman. 

For those of you who are too young to 
remember, All in the Family was the 
creation of legendary producer Norman 
Lear, and its path to prime time was not an 
easy one. Originally entitled Those Were 
the Days, the original pilot was taped in 
1969 and would make its premier on CBS 
two years later, only after ABC had turned 
it down. 

But CBS was cautious about this 
controversial new show, and in fact buried 
its premiere in the network line up as a 
means of testing the waters. You see, A// in 
the Family was unlike any other sitcom that 
had ever hit the American airwaves. 
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Reflections on a screen 


Its central character, Archie Bunker, 
was a working-class man who was, in a 
word, bigoted. America was going through 
great changes in the ‘60s and ‘70s, and 
Bunker symbolized that part of American 
society that didn’t necessarily understand 
or like what was going on around them. Of 
course, Archie’s saving grace was that he 
wasn’t a malicious man, merely ignorant. 
Ultimately, he was capable of great 
sympathy and affection, and that made him 
like an uncle we all had, or a neighbour 
and, I’m sure in some cases, a father. 

The holiday episode I’m talking about 
is actually series episode 168 titled “Edith’s 
Crisis of Faith.” 

The episode featured a character by 
the name of Beverly LaSalle that first made 
an appearance a couple of years earlier. 
LaSalle was a transvestite, or in the 
parlance of the day, a female impersonator. 
Set during Christmas, LaSalle re-enters the 
Bunkers’ lives to treat them to a holiday 
celebration. But the celebration never 
happens because she is brutally beaten and 
murdered by a group of thugs before she 
ever has a chance to treat the Bunkers to a 
night on the town. 

The ensuing story is heart wrenching, 
as Edith (the matriarch of the Bunker clan) 
loses her desire to celebrate Christmas and 
even begins to question her faith. Even 
more dramatic, is how angry Edith is at 
God for letting a caring trans-woman die in 
such a brutal and hateful way. 

While other sitcoms of the day tried to 
re-write A Miracle on 34th Street and A 
Christmas Carol as their holiday offerings, 
All in the Family chose a controversial 
character, a brutal murder and a crisis of 
faith not only to entertain, but to evoke 
thought. 

For straight viewers, this brilliant 
teleplay asks a profound question, “While 
you make holiday platitudes about peace 


on earth, how far does your compassion 
extend?” 

But there’s a more powerful message 
that queer people are probably more apt to 
see—homophobia kills. Sadly, the kind of 
hatred that inspired writers and producers 
to stage “Edith’s Crisis of Faith” over 
twenty-five years ago, still exists. 

Each time we hear some kid calling 
another kid “fag” as a means of demeaning 
him, we know that homophobia still exists. 
Each time we hear some teenager say 
“that’s so gay” as a means of expressing 
criticism, we know that homophobia still 
exists. In fact, each time a gay man 
describes himself as “straight-acting” as a 
means of making peace with being gay, we 
know that homophobia still exists. 

In November, we were reminded of 
how homophobia can still kill people with 
the brutal murder of Aaron Webster in 
Vancouver. But for some reason, we allow 
homophobia to exist without challenge in 
our everyday lives. 

So as most of us end countless hours 
of holiday viewing and begin another year, 
ask yourself, what are you doing to 
challenge the homophobia around you?

I catch Susan Jeremy the day before she 
is set to go flea marketing. “Upscale flea 
marketing...designer shampoos and stuff,” 
she laughs. Life in New York is returning 
to normal, even though Jeremy lives within 
a mile of Ground Zero. Things like bargain 
stocking-stuffers are a part getting back on 
track. While we talk, she deflects calls on 
her other line from people looking for last- 
minute tickets to her standup show that 
evening at a lounge called Joe’s Pub. 
Seven others are on the bill, including drag 
legend Jimmy James. “No comps!” she 
mutters. 

The press refers to her as “lanky”. “I was 
an awkward child,” she sighs. But that 
comedic physicality led to Jeremy studying 
mime and clowning. “As a kid I was 
constantly creating character caricatures. I 
started by doing impressions; soon I was 
creating my own characters,” she recalls. 

Her incredible drive to be famous led her 
down some unconventional career paths. 
Jeremy’s list of previous occupations reads 
like a what’s-what of sundry performing 
jobs: a clown at children’s parties; ushering 
at Radio City Music Hall (“I thought they 
knew that I could kick and that I'd be 
discovered as a Rockette’’); stilt walker at 
bar mitzvahs; delivering telegrams dressed 
as Joan Rivers; emcee of a nude all-male 
revue; and a standup comedian. When 
asked what it was like to front a male strip 
show, she replies, “The guys used to pay 
me with the sweaty dollar bills from their 
g-strings.” Some girls have all the fun. 

After doing standup all over Long Island 
in the ‘80s, Jeremy moved to LA where “I 
just missed my chance to party with 
Madonna,” then to Las Vegas and an 
opening gig for Andrew Dice Clay. Then 
came the Edinburgh Festival, London and 
Amsterdam street performing—break 
dancing, impersonations, puppetry—but 
ended up back in New York busking in 
Greenwich Village. 

Playwriting came out of an urge to stop 
“..just giving people what they want” and 
to write something truer to who she was. 
She hasn’t looked back since. She hasn’t 
had time. 

P.S. 69 is a one-woman, twenty-four 
character tour de force penned by Jeremy 
and her collaborator (and director) Mary 
Fulham. It’s their second show in five 
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Comic strip 


years. The first, the autobiographical Was 


That My Fifteen Minutes?, told the story of 


her father, Frankie Lawrence, who taught 
America how to mambo in the 1950s on 
The Fred Waring Show. It was a monster 
hit at the 1998 Montréal Fringe that year, 
winning “Best Comedy” accolades, and an 
expectation of another hit. “We were 
pressured into writing the second show!” 
she claims. 

So, she and Fulham turned to Jeremy’s 
experience as a teacher in a New York City 
public school. “It’s a collaboration of the 
people I met at that school.” P.S. 69 tells 
the tale of Molly DeKowski, a lesbian 


substitute teacher who moonlights as an 
exotic dancer at a dive called The Vaginal 
Vault. According to Jeremy, ninety percent 
of the material in the show comes from her 
Own experiences. 


According to Jeremy, “Anyone with a 
B.A. without a criminal record can be a 
substitute teacher in New York.” Her first 
“T kept

opening the doorway and yelling down the 
hall for help, but every other classroom 
door was bolted shut!” she laughs. Jeremy 
went home that day crying. But after three 
years, she had enough material to create a 
whirlwind of foul-mouthed students wired 
on Ritalin, weary teachers burned-out from 
the stress and parents who desperately 
required therapy. Jeremy plays all twenty- 
four characters herself, which vary in age 
and ethnicity. 

“T love doing it. I’m not happy when I’m 
not doing this show.” And do it she has. 
P.S. 69 won both the Just For laughs and 
Centaur Showcase Awards at the 2000 
Montréal Fringe. This summer, Jeremy 
packed the show off to the Vancouver 
International Comedy Festival, where it 
caught the eye of Pamela Anthony, director 
of Edmonton’s Comedy Arts Festival. 
Now she is heading to Edmonton in our 
coldest month of the year to entertain 
Canadians one more time. The Canadian 
connection is strong: Jeremy’s father was 


Quebecois. “I’m half-Canadian. But I 
don’t speak French.” Just like many full- 
Canadians. 


The critics have raved: Montréal Hour 
called P.S. 69 “utter theatrical magic”; The 
Village Voice said “Jeremy is an endlessly 
inventive shape-shifter”; The Boston Globe 
praised the way it “skewered the lunacy of 
contemporary education.” Ultimately 
every reviewer, every weekly rag refers to 
what must be the highlight of the show: 
The Strip. 

“Make sure you tell people I strip!”

IN BUSINESS 


Weathering the business storm

It’s been claimed that the one topic 
Canadians are always willing to discuss is 
the weather. In the case of Edmonton’s 
Claude Labine, you could say he’s gone a 
little overboard. His passion for weather 
has led to no less than a M.Sc. in 
Agricultural Meteorology from the 
University of Guelph, and a Ph.D.-in- 
progess in Climatology at the University of 
Alberta. 

But Labine, 52, is far more than a 
researcher. He is a shrewd entrepreneur 
who began a _ business—Campbell 
Scientific Canada Corporation—shortly 
after moving to Alberta in 1978. That has 
exploded to become a_twenty-three- 
employee operation and one of the more 
important suppliers of environmental 
monitoring equipment in the country. 
Campbell Scientific provides sensors, 
dataloggers, data measuring devices and 
supporting software to a wide array of 
businesses. As founder and president of 
Campbell Scientific, Labine continues to 
pursue his advanced degree in meteorology 
despite the lack of incentive that a 
phenomenally successful business might 
create. This is a measurement of his 
commitment to, and fascination with, 
learning. 

Outlooks spoke with Labine about the 
extraordinary success and growth of his 
business, and what he has planned for the 
near future. 

Outlooks: So tell me about Campbell 
Scientific. When did you start it? 

Labine: I started in 1978, and it’s a bit 
of a story because I had just come back 
from spending a year in Russia. On my 
return, I got a job associated with the tar 
sands—I was doing Forest Meteorology. I 
came across a datalogger, and I thought this 
was God’s gift to Climatology. Because up 
until then the dataloggers I had worked 
with would require the changing of car 
batteries every day and other things, but 
you never got any data. And, of course, the 
whole point is to get data—you’re trying to 
measure the environment. So, I came 
across what turned out to be the third 
system built by these Campbell brothers 
out of Logan, Utah. I stopped in to visit 
them on a trip from Texas, and I told them 
how good I thought their stuff was. The 
president spent a lot of time showing me 
stuff, and then a year later, the project I was 
associated with at the tar sands, which was 
a bit controversial, got cancelled. “What 
am I going to do now?” I thought. And I 
knew that I wanted to travel, so I wondered 
how I could travel and work. I thought I 
could become a travelling salesman and 
sell dataloggers. That was the idea, and I 
contacted them. And having met me, and 
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knowing I was a researcher, they were 
quite interested. So, in 1978, I had a four- 
month contract, and I went out and 
travelled across Canada. I had finished my 
master’s degree in Agricultural 
Meteorology, so I knew some of the main 
players in that field. I went city to city, 
knocking on doors, and I thought I’d do 
this for a couple of years and then maybe 
go back to academia. 

Outlooks: But what does this device, 
a datalogger, do? Or is it somewhat 
obvious from the name? 

Labine: A datalogger is a general 
term for a system that you can connect to 
sensors to measure anything—at least, with 
our system you can. Originally, we started 
in Agricultural Meteorology, and then 


environmental monitoring. But now we’re 
measuring—well, we’ve been on the space 
shuttle a few times, and one of the neatest 
projects in Canada we’ve recently done is 
measuring the ice impact on the piers of the 
Confederation Bridge to PEI. As well, 
Syncrude, for example, has also used it to 
measure the tension in conveyor belts. 

Outlooks: But how can one device 
measure something meteorological as well 
as something as pedestrian as tension in a 
conveyor belt? 

Labine: You change the sensors. But 
the datalogger can accept all sorts of sensor 
data. All sensors have some sort of 
electronic signal, whether it’s a resistance, 
a voltage, a current or serial message, and 
our dataloggers can take that and be 
programmed accordingly. 

Outlooks: Well, when did the leap 
take place, where you went from 
salesperson travelling across the country, to 
hiring people and actually forming a 
company? 

Labine: That began about three years 
later, in 1981. 

Outlooks: But what sort of 
partnership arrangement did you reach 


with the Campbell brothers? 

Labine: Originally they were going to 
set up a business in Canada to hire me, but 
at the last minute they changed their minds, 
and said “You do it, and we’ll just feed you 


equipment,” perhaps to their regret 
[Laughs]. 
Outlooks: Well, it’s like the book 


industry—it’s not really the publishers who 
make the money, but the distributors and 
sellers. So, tell me about the company. 
How many people now work for you? 
Labine: Well, there are twenty-three 
of us now. At one point, for fifteen years, 
we had an office in Ontario—a smaller 
office. But for the size of company we are, 
even then it was better to consolidate 
everything. So we’re in Edmonton now, 
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and we cover coast to coast. The fact that 
I still do research—in fact, at the same time 
I started the company I had already began 
an Arctic climate research project, which I 
continue today. That’s been a big plus, the 
fact that I use the equipment we sell in the 
field. I know what the clients are faced 
with as opposed to a long distance 
connection to the equipment I sell. 

Outlooks: So who are your main 
clients? Do you have a particular industrial 
client that uses the equipment more than 
others? 

Labine: Actually, industry has been 
later coming into it. Originally, it was all 
environmental people, so that would 
include Environment Canada. But we have 
clients in forestry, agriculture, hydrology, 
all the universities pretty well. And a lot of 
provincial agencies. Recently we sold to 
utility companies, but oil and gas have 
been slower to get on. It’s not a market we 
have gone after, but we have sold some to 
them. The automotive industry has been a 
big user. And recently a new field that has 
opened up is road monitoring for things 
like black ice prediction and knowing when 
to treat roads with salt. Parks Canada, as 


well, is a big buyer. All of the mountain 
parks have our equipment—a network, in 
fact, of about 120 stations. And they 
monitor both fire and weather in the 
summertime, and avalanche danger in the 
wintertime. We’ve also had museums 
taking out equipment to monitor humidity 
or security. 

Outlooks: Have you thought about 
expanding again outside of Edmonton? 

Labine: No, not really. There is a 
possibility of expanding our office into 
Quebec, just because of the distinctiveness 
of that province. 

Outlooks: What kind of a work 
environment have you set up in your 
company? 

Labine: I think we have some of the 
most beautiful offices in the city, really. 
They’re gorgeous, and that happened over 
time because I started this company in my 
home, and then the next office I moved to 
was in an old house that I had just a small 
part of. So, when I moved to an industrial 
concrete box, it was so bloody cold 
metaphorically that I started warming it up. 
At the same time, I had been collecting old 
weather and monitoring equipment, and 
antiques. We’ve also had a series of 
calendars that I now have the original 
artwork for. So the place is quite beautiful. 

Outlooks: To what extent do you 
think that being gay has affected the way 
you set up your business—both the space 
and your business atmosphere? 

Labine: Well, this also connects to 
the fact that I’m not business trained—so 
I’ve had to learn as I go—but it turns out 
there are very basic principles to good 
business, and one of them is to take care of 
your clients and employees. Now, I don’t 
think that’s necessarily a gay trait [Laughs] 
but I think when you are more open to 
people and issues, and I’ve had to face 
some pretty serious issues for a small 
company, being gay helps. 

Outlooks: So what’s planned for the 
future? Are you already on the Web? 

Labine: Oh, yes, we have had a 
website for a while. 

Outlooks: Can you order directly 
from the site? 

Labine: No, we were thinking of 
doing that, but it became a bottomless pit 
of money and, you know, it really doesn’t 
work. It’s not something we need to do. 
Most of our clients use credit cards a lot 
more now, even our government clients, as 
opposed to the whole system of tendering 
bids and things. 

Outlooks: And do you think that 
being gay has affected your workplace in 
any tangible way? 

Labine: It really hasn’t—fortunately, 
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I work with very loving and understanding 
people. It’s an issue that, for my family for 
example, I wasn’t even necessarily going 
to raise. But there are circumstances that 
present themselves where, obviously, I 
would much rather be out than not. On the 
other hand, I haven’t gone to each and 
every one of my employees and said, “Hey, 
I’m gay.” It’s not an issue. I’ve been to 
company functions, however, where I’ve 
had a male date and it’s not been an issue. 
And I work with wonderful people; that 
fact is reflected on their openness and 
understanding. 

Outlooks: And are you out there in 
the community? Do you feel like you are a 
role model for others who are gay? 

Labine: Certainly, we are out there 
publicly supporting things like HIV 
Edmonton and Edmonton Vocal Minority, 
perhaps due to my influence. But I guess 
the type of business I’m in, it’s immaterial 
whether I’m gay or not. As far as a role 
model, | haven’t felt there is a need, really. 
Ultimately I am, I suppose. There has not 
been a situation where I’ve felt a need to be 
a role model—I haven’t seen other gay 
owned businesses that have needed either 
advice or guidance. That would be 
relevant for businesses that are more 
directly involved with the community 
itself—like bars or bookstores. The only 
advice I can give is really pretty common 
sense stuff—take care of your employees 


and your clients. Because, really, you 
don’t have just a business, you have a 
community of people on your hands. I’m 
responsible not just for people who directly 
work for the company, but for their spouses 
and families and children. It’s an 
encompassing thing. You can’t just take 
the person—you take everything that 
comes with them and that’s very important.

But how 
could this doe-eyed blonde possibly be a 
lesbian? She’s the all-American high school 
sweetheart: girlish, dating a football jock and 
a member of the cheerleading squad. 

Meagan’s friends and family call on the 
services of True Directions Lodge when they 
begin to suspect that their precious princess 
may be deviating from her intended sexuality. 
True Directions is a retreat that uses aversion 
therapy to guide gays and lesbians towards a 
more “natural” lifestyle. When judgment day 


such as a half-eaten chunk of tofu, a Melissa 
Etheridge poster and the self-proclaimed fact 
that Meagan dislikes kissing her boyfriend. 

Mike explains that he was once “a gay” 
and claims that True Directions will lead her 
towards the true path. Despite numerous 
denials, her “Brady Bunch’ parents soon 
whisk Meagan away to the lodge. 

The proprietor of True Directions is the 
strict Mary J. Brown (Cathy Moriarty), a 
Martha Stewartesque woman in a pretty pink 
suit, perfect pink pumps and a blonde bob 
that never looks disheveled. The lodge itself 
is a large Victorian house, complete with a 
fuchsia fence and plastic flowers that looks 
more like Barbie’s dream home than a rehab 
centre. Once inside the lodge, Meagan 
finally completes step one of her therapy after 
breaking down in tears, admitting during 
“group” that she’s a homosexual. 

The lodge is divided into two 
teams—girls and boys. Mary J. instructs the 
girls in the art of house cleaning, diaper 
changing, and other such lady—like 
behaviour. Meanwhile, Mike teaches the 
boys wood chopping, crotch grabbing and 
how to be real men. As one can imagine, the 
scenes are hysterical and rife with sexual 
innuendo, as something as ordinary as the 
back and forth motion of a vacuum pole takes 
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on a whole new meaning. Indeed, the entire 
lodge appears to be seething with sexual 
tension. Even Mary J.’s hunky gay son Rock 
(Eddie Cibrian) struts around seductively 
doing grounds work in tight jeans and muscle 
shirts, leaving the males hot and bothered, not 
the least of all Mike who evidently isn’t as 
“ex-gay” as he claims. 

Probably the most hilarious scene is step 
five, in which the participants don Lycra 
bodysuits with strategically placed fig-leaves 
covering their unexposed naughty parts 
during a Simulated Sexual Lifestyle exercise 
aimed at teaching the ins and outs of 
heterosexual intercourse. Guided by Mary 
Js step-by-step instructions, the awkward 
participants, including Rock, flop around on 
the bed like walruses during mating season. 

But ['m a Cheerleader takes a satirical 
approach, pointing out the absurdity of trying 
to alter sexual orientation. Meagan embarks 
on her own journey of self discovery and 
ends up falling in love with a girl named 
Graham (Clea DuVall) who was sent to the 
True Directions by her wealthy, cold-hearted 
parents. Though their relationship is 
forbidden at the lodge, they prove in the end 
that love conquers all. The film pokes fun at 
the reality that many just don’t understand 
homosexuality. Who can explain attraction? 
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In the end, does it really matter? 

RuPaul is comical as the whistle- 
wearing lodge facilitator (think high-school- 
gym-teacher-meets-Richard Simmons) and 
Cathy Moriarty gives a_ hysterical 
performance as the self-righteous Mary J. 
Brown.

Mark your calendars, men. From 
February 3rd to 10th, 2002, the Calgary 
Gay Men’s Health Summit will be the 
source for health information and dialogue. 
Sponsored by the Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Association, this 
conference is the first of its kind for 
Calgary’s gay, bisexual and transgendered 
community. Beginning with a gala opening 
brunch on February 3, participants will 
enjoy a full afternoon of entertainment, 
enlightenment and sumptuous brunch fare 
at the U of C’s Rosza Center. The keynote 
speaker will be Dave Kelly. 

Kelly, the host of A-Channel’s The Big 
Breakfast, began his professional career as 
a junior high school teacher. After 
teaching for eight years, he decided to 
jump into the world of the arts. He has 
been seen in theatres across Canada, most 


recently in ATP’s A Closer Walk With Patsy 
Cline in Calgary and others including Man 
of La Mancha and Crazy for You in 
Toronto. 

Also featured will be a raucous 
performance of CockTales, the men’s 
response to The Vagina Monologues. 
Conceived by local actor/director Sean 
Bowie, ATP Resident Playwright Eugene 
Stickland and Ground Zero Theatre’s 
Artistic Director Ryan Luhning, CockTales 
first ran at the Pumphouse Theatre in the 
fall of 2001 and was a complete sell-out.

A representative forum will make 
presentations on issues of violence and 
safety concerning gay men. The aim of 
this session is to enlighten gay, bisexual 
and transgendered men about hate/bias 
motivated incidents and crimes against the

community, the 
victimization by the community (or lack 
thereof) and the policing response provided

to the community. A  street-safe 
demonstration is also planned, in which 
participants will learn how best to defend 
against attackers. 

Another session in development is a 
Personal Health Mastery workshop, and it 
takes participants on a journey that draws 
on one’s experience of getting into shape 
and allows the three aspects of mind, body 
and spirit to coalesce into one healthy, 
focused voice. 

Discussions on advocacy for partner’s 
benefits and Alberta Health, the 
psychology of being gay, massage, 
relaxation and stress management and 
encounters with a dynamic nutritionist are 
in the works. The committee is also 
considering several presentations by the 
Sexual Health department of the Calgary 
Health Region. 

Of interest to men along every point in 
their lives will be a presentation on 
testicular self-examination and prostate 
health. Keeping yourself in good sexual 
condition for life is vital to men and these 
sessions should be instrumental in helping 
all men get a handle on the changes that 
occur in their bodies as they age. A doctor 
will conduct a session on anti-aging and 
longevity, with a view to increasing 


awareness on living a longer, healthier and 
higher-quality life. This discussion will 
integrate the physiological, psychological 
and spiritual causes of, and possible 
treatments for, aging. 

A history of gay men in Calgary will 
also be included in the Health Summit. A 
critical aspect of positive gay identity is 
developing awareness of the history of the 
gay movement, as well as the social, legal 
and economic events that have contributed 
to our understanding of being gay. It will 
also cover awareness of our history on a 
local level. Participants will be asked to 
bring along memorabilia from the 
community: photos, a book of matches 
from Carousel or items from dances and 
other special events, for example This way 
the community may be able to gain a sense 
of “social health”. 

One theme running through all the 
sessions is interactivity. Calgary’s gay, 
bisexual and transgendered community is 
well-educated, knowledgeable and willing 
to communicate towards greater 
understanding of health issues facing all 
men. All presenters are encouraged to 
engage their audiences and dignify their 
sense of themselves as experts on their 
lives as gay men. This is seen as the best 
way to provide the community with a rich 
and complete experience. 

Ticket prices and session locations 
have not yet been finalized, but watch for 
details in the February issue of Outlooks.

As with other taverns, the 
Eagle has had to overcome many challenges 
before opening the doors. However, based on 
the number of queries and conversations that I 
have been party to, it is certainly eagerly 
awaited. Much encouragement and thanks goes 
out to all those working behind the scenes at 
getting Calgary’s leather bar off the ground. 
Keep at it! 

As a precursor to the opening of the 
Calgary Eagle, and in an effort to alleviate some 
fears, the following is a list of the more common 
terms used in and around the leather community. 
Some readers will already be familiar with much 
of this terminology, however, others will not, so 
please bear with us. There are no hard and fast 
tules as to the meaning and use of these terms; 


different groups may have various 
interpretations, but the listings here are 
intended to serve in most cases.

¢ MASTER - The owner of a slave, usually 
the dominant part of the relationship 

¢ SLAVE - Owned by a master, usually the 
submissive part of the relationship 

¢ SIR - A term to refer to a master 

* BOY - A term to refer to a slave 

¢ TOP - Usually the one that is the active 


sexual partner, but not always 

* BOTTOM - Usually the one that is the 
passive sexual partner, but not always 

* CONTRACT - The agreement of living 
terms between a master and a slave 

* S&M - Sadomasochism 

* Sadist - One that likes to inflict pain 

¢ Masochist - One that likes pain inflicted 
on him 

* B&D - Bondage and discipline 

¢ W/S - Watersports 

¢ FF - Fist f***ing 

* GREEK - Anal 

¢ FRENCH - Oral 

¢ SLING - An apparatus, usually made of 
leather or some type of webbing, hung from the 
ceiling used to facilitate sexual activity 

¢ FLAGGING - a common practice (lost 
over the years but still upheld by the leather 
community) of using different colored 
handkerchiefs to indicate personal sexual 
preferences 

¢ FLOGGING - a practice of S&M masters 
using a Cat-o’-nine-tails to whip his slave 

* COLLAR - a symbol of ownership given 
to a slave by his master 

¢ RUN - an invitational get-together of 
other leather clubs—asually an annual event 

¢ FETISH - likes and behaviors not limited 
to but definitely practiced by, the leather 
enthusiast (w/s, scat, boots, latex, leather, etc.) 

¢ CBT - cock and ball torture 

¢ TT - tit torture 

¢ HOT WAX - Simply playing with 


paraffin candle wax 

*« HOOD - A covering, usually leather, 
placed over the head and face of a person...(Both 
tops and bottoms wear these) 

* CATHETER - Usually refers to a rubber 
tube inserted into the urethra all the way into the 
bladder to drain urine (as a toy). Extemal 
catheters are used during other games 

* SOUNDS - Graduated, usually metal, 
surgical cylindrical devices inserted into the 
urethra for pleasure (another toy) 

¢ MUMMIFICATION - A process in 
which usually a Master completely wraps his 
Slave with strips of gauze and plaster or tape 
(ultimate bondage) 

* DUNGEON - A term loosely used 
nowadays as a playroom, usually equipped with 
such implements as a sling, St. Andrews cross, 
whipping post, stocks, etc.

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The faces and voices of Shout! 


By David Crosson 


With all the socializing and hubbub of 
the holiday season in the “year-view 
mirror,” January has traditionally been the 
best time for human hibernation to start. 
Comfort food, duvets, trash novels and telly 
have all been essential elements in 
alleviating the pressure of cabin fever. But 
wait... something’s missing—the new cable 
channels! With the free preview period 
nearing its end, Canadians will be forced to 
decide if a digital converter box and extra 
charges on the cable bill are really 
worthwhile in the grand scheme of things. 
After all, many of the new networks just 
packaged up re-runs of material that could 
be seen on other, more accessible channels. 
Many, but not all. 

From its inception, PrideVision TV has 
been one of the few digital channels making 
an effort to secure material previously 
unaired in Canada and to produce original 
programming specific to the needs of its 
demographic. In terms of original 
production, research gathered in the GLBT 
community indicated that a weekly 
newsmagazine would fit the bill quite 
nicely, please and thank you. Ask and ye 
shall receive. 

“Current affairs and news was right up 
at the top [of our polls],” says PrideVision’s 
VP of Programming Bruce Glawson, “so 
that’s why we launched with Shout!.” 

As with any creative endeavour, 
concept and reality are two vastly different 
things, and it takes both skill and 
experience to bring the two together. To 
make their new current, affairs program a 
success, Pride Vision had to recruit someone 
who could handle the task. Enter Michael 
Serapio. After seven-and-a-half years with 
CTV, the young producer, was ready for a 
new challenge in his careet—more on-air 
work, perhaps. A solid offer from NBC 
seemed like the perfect’ solution: a 
professional detour that would allow 
Serapio to be closer to his partner, who was 
working in San Francisco. All that 
changed, however, when Pride Vision came 
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into existence—and knocked on his door. 
“In my meetings with PrideVision, I 
mentioned that I had wanted to do my own 


_| interview show, and they asked me to 
| develop the idea,” says Serapio. 


“My 
partner and I talked about it and we 
decided in the long-term our life was here 
in Canada, not in the States, so I forewent 
NBC—that was actually the hardest part.” 

What was apparently not the hard part 
of the launch process, was assembling a 
team to help Shout! find its voice; for that 
executive producer Serapio turned to 
professional connections and the fresh 
faces found on demo tapes sent in response 
to the network’s call for hosts. Rachel 
Giese was high on his “industry” hit-list: 
she and Serapio had known each other for a 
decade, having met while working on the U 
of T’s newspaper, The Varsity. 

“T liked what Michael was talking 
about and what he wanted to do,” Giese 
says of the opportunity to work together 
again, this time on a much larger scale. 


“And I really trusted his background in ~ 


television.” 


For Serapio, that trust and confidence — 


was a two-way street. “Rachel has great 
depth and legitimacy,” he says, “and great 
editorial strength both in and’ out of the 
community.” : 


With a four-year stint as features editor — 


for Xtra/, a position as executive director of 
the Toronto Lesbian and Gay Film Festival, 
and a current seat on the board with 
Buddies in Bad Times Theatre, Giese 
brought a great sense of both news and 
storytelling to the project—one _ that 
translated well to a small screen forum. 
“Almost my entire professional life has 
been in the gay and lesbian community, so I 
have a real grounding in both it and its 
media,” she says. Given her background 
and connections, it’s no surprise that Giese 
knows her p’s and q’s—politics and queers, 
that is. “I think I was kind of used to what 
it meant to\.work in the gay and lesbian 
community—which is great, but it’s still a 
small community and people really have a 
strong sense of ownership with the media. 
Everyone wants to put their two cents in,” 
says Giese. “TI think that I was maybe a 
little bit more prepared than Guy and 
Michael when we moved into this space on 
Church Street, about what the community 
expects from us. People will tell us when 
they think we’re doing a good job and 
they’Il also tell us when they think we’re 
not doing a good job. Any time people 
have a sense of ownership about something, 
it means they care about it; I think I have a 
sense of what the politics are, or can be.” 
With Rachel Giese on board as his co- 
host, Serapio knew that he needed one other 
person to round-out Shout!’s on-air team 
and bring a third perspective to the 


program’s outlook. With five years as a 
field producer and researcher for Volt (TV 
Ontario’s French-language series) and a 
position as the Vancouver “stringer” for 
Inside Entertainment under his belt, Guy 
Gagnier was just the sort of person the 
fledgling show required to fill the vacancy. 
He was living in Vancouver when he 
submitted a demo tape to PrideVision on 
somewhat of a fateful whim. 

“T thought ‘Well, this would be 
interesting, fun, something I’d be qualified 
for,’ so I sent off a demo tape. I didn’t hear 
anything back so I sort of discarded the 
idea and went about my. business,” says 
Gagnier. “Eventually Mic called me, I 
chatted with him [on sever: i 
he said ‘Can you be in 7 


Sarra is not an unsung hero, but definitely a 
“less-sung” one, doing most of her work 
behind the scenes. Giese is quick to point 


- out that Shout!’s other female player adds a 


dimension to the show that viewers may not 
necessarily be aware of. 

“You don’t see a lot of women who are 
camerapeople or editors,” she says, “when 
we’re out we can see women looking at us 
and recognizing that we’re operating the 
cameras and know how to use the 
equipment, and how cool it is to be doing 
this.” 

As challenging as it was for Serapio to 
strike the right balance with the program’s 
debut news team, the real work began once 
the group was enlisted and assembled. 
Even for seasoned professionals, the 
prospect of putting together a weekly show 
can be daunting—particularly without 
legions of technical staff to assist in the 
process. Of the three, Giese is the most 
vocal in praising this early bare-bones 
approach. 

“For the time being, having us all shoot 
and edit gives the show a real immediacy, 
and it also lets us have more control over 
everything,” she says. “We don’t have the 
background or resources to be flashy, so we 
really have to know our story before we go 
into it. I think having to do it that way has 
made us all better storytellers.” 

Limited personnel resources also 
present another challenge when it comes to 
making the show as regionally inclusive as 
possible from a Toronto home-base. 


However, Gagnier stresses that the Continued on pa ge 4] 


challenge is not an insurmountable one. 

“We're a small team, we’re based in 
Toronto and can’t get out as often as we’d 
like,” he says, “but I think what we’re 
trying to do is present issues and stories that 
many people can relate to across the 
ountry, using examples that are close at 
and here in Toronto.” 

Given the relatively small scale of 
Shout!’s production resources (Whaddaya 
mean there’s no makeup artist?!), and the 
vast geography of this country, to date the 
results of their efforts have been both 
admirable and effective. Tag-team trips to 
Vancouver and the Maritimes have resulted 
in a considerable amount of regional 


coverage. Good thing, too: like her co- 
hosts, Giese feels that a “national 
perspective” for the show is both 


unattainable and inappropriate. 

“T think the worst thing the show could 
do is assume any one national perspective 
or queer identity. I think we really have to 
be as specific as possible. We can still be a 
community but be very different individuals 
within it,” she says. “People’s identities are 
shaped by where they live and, while 
everyone cares about basic human rights 
issues, the gay community in Halifax is 
very different from the one in, say, Toronto 
or Vancouver.” 

Thus far, the stories that came out of 
the team’s journalistic journeys are only the 
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“first pages” in a ream of ideas from coast 
to coast. Others will make it to broadcast 
with a bit of time, considerable effort from 
Shout’s enthusiastic team and feedback 
from the national audience. Gagnier 
stresses that the communication door is 
always open and viewers are encouraged to 
offer any suggestions they might have for 
future stories. 

“We totally want people to feel part of 
the programming and we’re completely 
open to ideas. That’s not to say that we’re 
going to accept them all and do everything 
that people ask for, but we'll try to best 
represent [the diversity in] our audience.” _ 

When queried about the possibility of 
Shout becoming a nightly program, the 
show’s hosts are unanimous in_ their 
enthusiasm, though given their shared and 
individual workloads it’s clear that they are 
also very aware that such an expansion will 
not happen anytime soon. Correction: too 
soon. j 

“Bear in mind we have four people 
who chase, shoot, edit and put the whole 
thing together; I don’t think there’s any one 
of us who doesn’t work as 70-hour week. 
We are dedicated to it,” Michael Serapio 
says. “At the other end of the equation, we 
need people to be committed to 
PrideVision.. If it becomes a financial 
success then hopefully there will be a 
network commitment to develop this into 
something greater. I want Shout! to be the

“Outing the Body: Exhibition in Motion,”

When we go 
nightly? Give me a year and we’ll talk!” 
At present, there are more pressing 
matters to which they all must attend: 
Serapio has been up all night editing a story 
and is in desperate need of some sleep; 
Giese has left her computer terminal mid- 
story to sit down and chat with Outlooks 
and the half-finished piece beckons for her 
attention; Gagnier has a tiny margin of time 
in which to grab a bite and catch a train to 
Hamilton. Sarra has been hunched over her 
computer terminal since we arrived at 9 
a.m.—it is now 3 p.m. and she is still busy 
weaving the. various threads of Shout’s 


‘stories into a cohesive tapestry of news, 


issues, politics, entertainment, people and 
profiles for the show’s next installment. 
This is all cause enough for primal scream 
therapy across the board, but the studio is 
filled only with the less dramatic sound of 
work in progress. “Shout the team” breaks 
into its four individual components and 
goes off in as many different directions in 
search of food, sleep, completion, cohesion 
and, always, something else to shout about.

the visual senses through movement, the 
manipulation of shape and _ the 
exaggeration of the body.

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With the writing of history being 


dominated by straight white males, gay 
society has never seemed to connect to its 
place beyond current memory. One of the 
higher functions of gay-oriented media such 
as PrideVision is to help re-connect gay men 
with their past. Documentaries such as The 
Noel Coward Trilogy are an impressive way 
to help this and future generations 
understand that gay history and culture 
didn’t just disappear between ancient Greece 
and ‘70s disco. 

Even the early part of the 20th century

seems like an ancient fog to most people 
under.the age of fifty, and it’s rare.to find.any 
factual and positive image, of gay pepe 
from that time. = 

Yet, this era gave rise to the first truly 
out gay icon—Noel Coward. Playwright, 
composer, director, producer, painter, 
humourist and singer, Coward was the first 
gay man—indeed the first artist—to use 


jmodern media to build and promote his 
| jimage. 


Long before Madonna turned media 


|fascination with her sexuality into a frenzied 
{sales pitch, Coward used film, theatre and 
7 especially newspaper to create an image of 
7 himself as a dashing and witty charmer. And 


it succeeded, making him a media and public 
darling—as well as very, very, rich. Oscar 
Wilde is remembered for being a world-class 
wit and scathing social commentator, but he 
was as closeted as could be in Victorian 
England. He never accepted his 
homosexuality the way Coward did, and 
certainly did his best to deny and cover it 
from public view. 

The documentary The Noel Coward 
Trilogy is three, one-hour segments of his 
life. From the earliest beginnings as a 
working-class boy who knew early on that 
he was homosexual, through his years as a 
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oward Trilogy 


world- rae fatale oo composer of . 


fluffy, light-romantic comedy, and. finally 
into his decline and resurrection as an artist. 

Coward, from the outset, aspired to the 
highest social circles, no matter that he was 
as much the court jester as the adopted 
prince. He entertained, vacationed, and 
even slept with many of the most popular 
and noble people of his time: Hollywood 
film stars, at least one member of the royal 
family, and several other members of his 
artistic family. And not a one of them was 
female! 

Through sheer hard work, immense 
talent and a keen sense of what the public 
wanted, Coward became the highest-paid 
and best-known performing artist of his time, 
all the while living openly with a series 
of male lovers in a country where 
homosexuality was both illegal and a 
professional kiss of death. 

But, as his last secretary says in this 
documentary, he just didn’t care what people 
knew or thought. He was keenly aware of 
his fame—he’d worked hard to create 
it—and that he was not about to be exposed 
in the press which had fallen under his spell. 
Of course, in those years, such exposure was 
uncommon. People’s sexuality was still very 
much their own business and, since Coward 
never took a wife to conceal his penchant for 
effete young men, there was never any 
question of hypocrisy. 

It’s insights such as these that make this 
documentary both illuminating and essential 
viewing. Coward’s friends, enemies (largely 
the press and other playwrights who labeled 
him passé in his later years), lovers and 
admirers all have snippets of information 
about a man so complex and so immensely 
talented. 

And yet, none of them managed to 
know the real Coward. He was always a 
personality more than a person. His 
witticisms, his melodies, his loves and his 
hates were all part of a carefully orchestrated 
persona. It was all part of an incredibly 
complex man. Coward sought the approval 
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of the aristocracy and celebrated the 
mid-century England where he lived. He 
was an unabashed lover of Britain, yet 
became a tax exile and eventually died and 
was buried on his beloved Jamaican estate. 
Women adored him, yet Coward never 
thought of them sexually. And although he 
adored men, sex was something he was 
ready to give up when age overtook his 
libido. 

The Noel Coward Trilogy lovingly 
paints a picture of a man who sought fame, 
achieved more than he had dared dream, and 
then saw the world pass him by before 
finally achieving a semi-restful state as the 
head of a social circle of the formerly 
famous. In the end, none of them knew him 
as he really was. And this documentary only 
suggests a glimpse of that person; a man who 
in the end was forced to live up to the 
expectations he’d created in others, and 
never one who could rest. But oh, what a 
marvellous journey to that end.
